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“ Cutler v. North.” 


WROBABLY the 
attention of most 
architects has been 
directed during 
the past week 
to this case, in 
which the plaintiff, 
a well - known 
architect, has sued 
easels the defendant for 
the balance of a large commission, under 
rather peculiar circumstances, and has 
received a verdict for the full amount 
claimed; a verdict given without hesitation 
by the jury. While congratulating the 
plaintiff on the result of the case, we may 
also observe that it is satisfactory, on more 
general grounds, to record a case of this kind 
in which for once the architect concerned in 
the case does not seem to have been regarded 
in a court of law as a kind of natural enemy 
of society, or a person against the justice of 
whose claims every possible presumption is to 
be entertained. On the contrary, it seems 
evident that at an early period of the case 
the Lord Chief Justice was favourably im- 
pressed with the claims of the plaintiff, and 
determined at all events to protect him 
against unfair imputations from the other 
side; and when the defendant, Col. North, 
ventured on the old hackneyed slander against 
the profession, that the architect was in- 
creasing the work in order to enlarge his 
commission, that no doubt “he would take 
care that he did not lose by it,” &c., he in- 
curred a rebuke from the bench in unusually 
severe terms. Perhaps even the Z%mes may 
take a lesson from this, though that journal 
did not think it worth while to report the 
Chief Justice’s comment. 

The case, the heads of which are reported 
in another column, appears, however, to illus- 
trate the inconvenience of hasty and un- 
business-like arrangements in regard to the 
carrying out of extensive building work on 
which large sums of money are to be spent. 
Colonel North is evidently a specimen of the 
kind of wealthy client whom many architects 
have had reason to know only too well; the 
client who is in a hurry for everything, who 
thinks that his will (or his wealth) is to be 
law, and who is ready to give magnificent 








orders and expect them to be carried out 
without the usual preparations or consi- 
deration, and when his Aladdin’s palace has 
been raised is scandalised at the bill. 
‘* When we mean to build, 

We first survey the plot, then draw the model ; 

And when we see the figure of the house, 

Then must we rate the cost of the erection : 

Which if we find outweighs ability, 

What do we then, but draw anew the model 


In fewer offices ; or at least, desi:t 
To build at all.”* 


There is the common sense of the subject in 
Shakespeare’s language. Here the client gives 
extensive orders on the eve of leaving the 
country ; he refuses to allow time for detailed 
plans to be drawn from which an estimate 
can be made; he puts no definite limitation 
on the expenditure even in verbal orders (for 
there appears to be no satisfactory or un- 
impeachable evidence that he did so); he 
gives certainly none in written orders ; so far 
from that, indeed, he accepts a written agree- 
ment as to the terms on which the architect's 
commission is to be calculated, but without 
inserting in that agreement one word as to 
the absolute expenditure to be sanctioned on 
the building. But when on his return he 
discovers that he has to pay for his palace, 
he is ready at once to blame the architect 
who has carried out his vague orders more 
magnificently than he had contemplated, and 
remembers verbal statements as to what it 
was to cost which other people do not re- 
member. That is a not infrequent occur- 
rence, and that was the ultimate position 
taken by the defendant in the present case; 
but he did not come to that all at once. 
There was first a mere statement by 
the defendant’s solicitor that he had some 
claim for delay ; that there were some 
things which required explaining; the recol- 
lection of the verbal estimates only comes to 
the front at a later period; and probably 
nothing did more to prejudice Colonel North’s 
case both with judge and jury than this 
shilly-shally between two different grounds 
of defence, a procedure which obviously in- 
dicated that the plea that the architect had 
exceeded his authority was only an argument 
set up a parte post, when it was found neces- 
sary to have a defence against the plaintiff's 
action. The refusal to pay, in fact, seems to

have been in reality a matter of temper rather 
than of any conviction on the part of the de- 
fendant that he oad been unfairly used ; such 
temper as some millionaires seem to think 
they are privileged to indulge. There is no- 
pretence made that the work was not well 
done and not. worth the money paid to the- 
builders for it; the defendant has obtained a 
very sumptuous house of which he had a. 
grand opening the other day; but he chose to 
indulge the luxury of a quarrel with his 
architect, on which the verdict has thrown 
very cold water. 

The case, however, is not without its in- 
structive side to architects. One moral which 
it suggests is not to trust too much to verbal 
agreements or instructions where the expen- 
diture of large sums of money is concerned, 
especially when the work is to be carried on 
in the absence of the building owner from 
the country. The agreement as to the prin- 
ciple on which Mr. Cutler’s services were to- 
be remunerated was made in writing, and: 
was the only piece of written agreement 
which passed between architect and client in. 
connection with the matter. Had Mr. Cutler 
also asked for a definite limit of expenditure- 
in writing, things would have been on a clear 
and business footing, though the practical 
result would evidently have been that Colonel 
North would not have obtained so good a 
house, as it is certain that the limit would 
have been put lower than was necessary for: 
the kind of work which has been done. 
But we cannot help feeling also that 
the architect in this case fell into. 
the weakness which is far too common 
in the profession, of under-estimating the 
probable cost of the work. The verbal estimate: 
on his part of 30,000/. is denied by him, and 
we take it as proved that he did not name 
that sum, and that it is only a theory evolved 
by the defence ; the nearest we get to it in 
the evidence is that some one else suggested 
that sum in the architect’s hearing and that. 
the latter, it is implied, did not contradict it ; 
but even this seems doubtful. But it dves 
appear that the plaintiff, after sketching out 
the ground plan, and being asked as to the 
probable cost, answered roughly “ about 
40,0001., but that he could not really 
calculate without full plans and con- 
tracts and specifications;” so the Judge 
puts it, and therefore evidently he re- 

ad 
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garded that as admitted. Of course every 
one understands that it would be most 
illogical to ask an architect to give anything 
like a close estimate on such sketch-plans. 
But unless the whole | se scheme was 
very materially extended afterwards (of which 
there seems to be no evidence), it appears to 
us, considering the actual cost which it did 
amount to, that on the basis of sketches an 
architect should have been able to come nearer 
to a suggestion of the actual amount to be 
expended thanthat. Mr. Charles Barry stated 
in evidence that he had seen (as we under- 
stand) the same sketch-plans, and that on the 
basis of those he should have estimated the 
probable expenditure at 80,000/. Mr. Barry 
is a practical man, and his statement in that 
respect must have its weight. It seems to 
have been considered in some quarters that 
Mr. Barry and Mr. Chatfeild Clarke were to 
be blamed for appearing as witnesses against 
a brother architect; remarks of that kind 
have reached us. We presume people who 


think so never read reports of law 
cases, or they would know that for 
members of the same profession to 


be summoned as witnesses on opposite 
sides, even in cases of disputed professional 
charges, is quite a common occurrence. We 
cannot congratulate Mr. Barry on the grudging 
style in which his admissions as to the 


plaintiffs status in the profession were ||¥ 
made; but, on the general principle, it is | 


hardly to be assumed that architects are 
never in the wrong as to their charges, and 
if a client is sued for what he believes to be 
unfair charges by an architect, what evidence 
is he to call but that of others of the same 
profession in support of his case? If a pro- 
fessional man is subpoenaed as a witness he 
has to appear; is he, then, to give evidence 
contrary to his judgment, in other words to tell 
a falsehood, to benefit a professional brother ? 
If it appeared that the two gentlemen in 
question had offered themselves as witnesses 
or evinced an anxiety to appear in the case it 
would be a different thing; until we have 
evidence of that we dand regard any such 
criticism as we have referred to as merely 
sentimental nonsense. Our impression is 
that the plaintiff might have come to a con- 
clusion as to the probable cost which was 
nearer the mark, and that it isa pity he did 
not study to come nearer the mark in this 
respect. It does not really affect this case, 
because it is evident that this argument about 
the excess of expenditure over estimate was 
merely a pretence; but it gave a colour to the 
defence, and it cannot be denied that archi- 
tects are regarded by the public (and not, we 
must say, without some reason) as being ex- 
ceedingly prone to under-astimate the cost of 
buildings at starting, and anything which 
tends to confirm this opinion is to be re- 
gretted. 

It may be observed that Colonel North, in 
addition to his insinuation about the archi- 


tect running up the cost to increase his com-| 1 


mission, also thought proper to make the still 
more serious insinuation that he had received 
commissions from tradesmen, concerning 
which the Chief Justice spoke also in very 
plain language :— 

“There was a suggestion that Mr. Cutler had 
received commissions from tradesmen, a suggestion 
made without any foundation and which ought not 
to have been made by a gentleman. There was a 
letter of Colonel North’s solicitor containing such a 
suggestion, which Colonel North disclaimed, and 
said he supposed it came from the solicitor, who, 
however, denied it. He was sure that no respect- 
able solicitor would make such a suggestion without 
any real grounds for making it.” 


It is gratifying to get this expression of 
opinion from the highest Judge in the land, 
and it is to be hoped some of the le who 
delight in making charges of this kind will 
take note of the Chief Justice’s observation 
that it is a thing “no gentleman would do.” 
In regard to the other insinuation just 
referred to, we cannot help again suggesting, 
as we have before, that it is a pity that archi- 
tects’ fees should be regulated on a system 
which leaves a handle to people of a certain 
stamp to make the pesbaakisnes it is always 
to the architect’s interest that the expenditure 





on work should be increased. Ofcourse there 
are people who will also observe thatit is to the 
interest of lawyers to promote actions, and 
the interest of physicians not to cure one too 
quickly ; and the charges in each case are 
perhaps about on a par in reasonableness and 
propriety ; but the actual percentage on work 
done and money spent is a more patent and 
tangible thing to lay hold of, and there will 
always be persons who will lay hold of it. 
No doubt it has the merit of being a simple 
and easily-adjusted basis of remuneration 
for the architect, but we have always 
been unwilling to regard it as the final 
settlement of the question. There is a 
great deal to be said in favour of charging 
a fee in a lump sum, as a sculptor charges 
for a statue, and one of the most manifest 
advantages is that no one could then have 
any excuse for making the charge, which it 
must be remembered that some kinds of 
people will always be ready to believe, that 
an architect is consulting his own interests in 
increasing the outlay on a building.

THE RE-SANITATION OF NAPLES. 
FROM AN ITALIAN CORRESPONDENT. 


=) HE renovation of the sanitary 
ifARAM «system in Naples represents the 
7%) most important municipal under- 
. = taking of contemporaneous Italy. 
The cholera of 1884 attacked Naples with 
exceptional virulence. The mortality was 
stupendous. There was scarcely a family 
in which there had not been victims. 
This terrible calamity moved the hearts of 
Italians everywhere; all the more so be- 
cause the scourge was felt, not only in the 
poor districts, but also in the richer ones, 
where sanitary arrangements ought to have 
been a barrier to the encroachments of the 
terrible malady. 

Poverty is one of the scourges of Naples. 
There many have to sleep in the open air, 
because they are deprived of shelter; yet 
possibly those who are huddled together in 
certain lodging-houses where they pay from 
5 to 10 cents. ($d. to ld.) per night, are 
worse off. In the neighbourhood of the 
market there was one in which the charge 
was 5 cents ($d.), and in which the people 
slept in a seated position, or leaning their 
heads up against the walls, or sometimes 
against a rope stretched from one wall to the 
other. 

Dr. Axel Munthe, who came to Naples at 
the time of the cholera to attend the poor 
patients attacked with the disease, in a series 
of letters, published at first in the Dagblad of 
Stockholm, and reprinted afterwards in a 
separate volume and translated into English 
under the title, “ Letters from a mourning 
city” (London, Murray, 1887), has given 
heartrending descriptions of the misery of 
Naples during the time of the cholera in 
884. 

Amongst other things, Dr. Munthe re- 
marks that during the cholera fires were 
burnt by the Municipality in the alleys of 
the different districts for the purpose of 
purifying the air. To find yourself in one of 
these alleys, says Dr. Munthe, “ You might 
think you were in a grotto surrounded by 
dwelling huts crowded together, with one 
opening serving the double purpose of a door 
and window. In each of these dwell several 
families, and it is the exception to find fewer 
than five or six persons in each one.” In some 
of the courts and alleys at Santa Lucia, situated 
between the houses of the wealthy or at the 
back of them, the people are crowded together 
in a way which passes the limits of human 
imagination. There not only are clothes- 
lines stretched from one house to another, 
but from one balcony to another, and the 
buildings are so close together that some- 
times opposite neighbours can shake hands 
with one another. You can imagine what 
amount of air and ventilation exists in these 
districts. The very worst sanitary conditions 
contributed undoubtedly to the spread of the 
fearful disease which desolated Naples in 
1884. But to whom, if not to the Neapolitans 














themselves, is the fault to be attributed ? The 
climate of Naples, of itself, is excellent. The 
city is bounded on one side by the sea, and 
on the other by the hills. These hills, which 
stretch towards the west, are so near the 
sea that for some distance they only leave 
sufficient space for one road. At this spot 
are situated what are termed the marshes, 
which emit a very insalubrious atmosphere. 
The area of such places as these is consider- 
able, and in many places the population ig 
densely packed, to an extent not equalled in 
any other portion of the civilised world. Add 
to this that in some places the level of the 
twee does not rise above the sea level. 

itherto the rainwater has run unim- 
peded through the streets of Naples, and 
they have often become veritable torrents ; 
so much so, that to cross at some points 
wooden bridges have to be erected. A 
system of drainage was adopted in the en- 
deavour to remedy this serious and peculiar 
difficulty. But the remedy was worse than 
the evil. These drains not being laid at a 
sufficient inclination, collected together all 
the rainwater with the surface drainage as 
well as the flow from the sewers in commu- 
nication with the drains, and when a season 
of drought came on, the air was filled with 
pestiferous exhalations to such a degree as 
to render respiration almost intolerable. 
The new municipality, by conducting the 
waters of the Serino into the city, improved 
the hygienic features of Naples, but these 
waters might have been used to greater advan- 
tage had the system of conduits been better 
regulated. The evil of this work consists in 
the fact that the pipes were inadequately 
laid and constructed, and, consequently, they 
burst from over pressure, allowing the water 
to filter through the joints. Now, the sub- 
soil of Naples is hollow in some places, and 
in others friable, and the houses are often 
built of a kind of cement called Pozzolana, 
which, when moistened, shrinks. The stone 
with which the houses are constructed 
absorbs water, and being more porous than 
brick, it is necessary to construct thick heavy 
walls. From all these reasons it follows that 
when any pipe bursts the water filters through 
the walls, and very soon weakens the 
foundations of the houses, causing them to 
crumble and come down. When going through 
the secondary streets of Naples, especially 
where the ground is on an incline, one might 
naturally ask the question as to whether 
Naples had not been recently the victim of an 
earthquake. Supports are to be seen every- 
where, sometimes consisting of single beams 
and at others of brickwork, thus showing that 
they are not of a temporary nature. I have 
thought it necessary to give this structural 
hygienic picture of Naples before speaking of 
the work of re-drainage commenced years ago, 
and which is now being seriously carried 
out. 

I have already said that the cholera in 
Naples in the year 1884 aroused the feelings 
of Italians. It was natural that the Govern- 
ment in its turn should be moved, and that 
that feeling should find its utterance in the 
House of Parliament, where the members, 
who are the interpreters of the eager claims 
of circumstances, voted for the Bill called 
the “Legge di Napoli” (the Naples Bill), 
wherein Italy sanctioned the expenditure of 
100 million dire for the redrainage of the 
magnificent city, in the hope of freeing it 
from any fresh misfortune similar to that 
of 1884. It was necessary that Naples 
should be redrained as soon as po0s- 
sible, and the Legislature were anxious 
to contribute thereto, and prescribed 
that as soon as the law sanctioning the 
100 millions had been voted, a scheme should 
be drawn up within one month for carrying 
out the works, and within one month after- 
wards that scheme was drawn up. The 
Legislature also enacted that, within the 
term of three months from the approval of 
the scheme, the work of drainage should be 
commenced; yet it was found impossible to 
carry out this, for reasons which it is useless 
to enumerate here. 

In order to give you a succinct idea of the

need of any commentary on my part, the 
eat importance of the municipal works to 
which I refer. ; 

It is evident here that the idea of prece- 
dence in building on the site of demolished 
buildings was imposed by the necessity of 
providing dwellings for the persons turned 
out by reason of the demolitions. The cal- 
culations which have been made show that 
during a period of ten years about 100,000 
people, including the well-to-do, the middle 
classes, and the poor would have to be turned 
out of their dwellings. Hence it was agreed 
+o divide the maximum term of the works 
into ten years or into five biennial periods, 
leaving the more extensive demolitions for 
the latest periods. As I have already 
stated, this population which has to be 
turned out in Naples does not consist of 
the poor alone, but there is also the 
municipal problem in Naples of providing for 
the construction of artisans’ dwellings—that 
is to say, of low-rented houses, and this, 
perhaps, was the principal scheme to be 
carried out. In France, England, Germany, 
and Holland, and possibly to a greater 
extent in Denmark, very extensive studies 
have been made on the problem of artisans’ 
dwellings. Every method and every system 
has been applied, and the main object has 
always been that of ameliorating the state of 
the dwellings by proportioning the rent of 
the same to the humble condition of the 
persons for whom they were erected. This 
object is rarely attained.* 

Nor was it attained in Naples to the extent 
desired. At Naples this plan is based on a 
proportionate rental. An average rental is 
laid down of 15 to 18 Italian lire for one 
room and a kitchen, that is,a minimum of 
10 or 13 lire, and a maximum of 24 or 26 lire. 
Now, many houses have gone'up in value, and 
& minimum rental of 15 lire is what prevails 
in Naples, and the poor people, not being able 
to pay this sum, prefer to occupy old and filthy 
huts, or, in some cases, to sleep in the open air. 
Complaints therefore are general, and refer 
not only to the excessive rent of the houses, 
but also to the mode in which they are con- 
3 ructed. The poor people say, How can we 
live inthese houses withoutany verandahs? As 
a matter of fact these verandahs or balconies 
are absolutely essential for the poor people. 
There they wash and dry their linen, and 
there they cook their meagre nourishment. 
The houses in Naples, which form a part of 
the re-sanitation system, are of three different 
kinds, though there is a good deal of similarity 
between them. The entrance is generally by 
means of a doorway, about 7 ft.6 in. wide, 
sometimes less, situated in a court quite out 
of proportion to the size of the building. 
These buildings contain from 70 to 100 and, 
sometimes, 120 rooms approached by several 
Staircases. Hach floor consists of about 
twenty-four rooms, and on each landing, 
which is lighted from above, there are from 
four to six different entrances. Let us glance 
into these rooms. They consist of sets of one 
bedroom and kitchen, others of two, and 
others, again, of three bedrooms and a 
kitchen. The entry is through the kitchen, 
and, with the exception of a small passage 
leading from thence to the lavatory, 
there is no open space, no outlet except the 
windows, and, as I said before, windows 
without any balconies, although these 
valoonies are absolutely essential for the poor 
‘Neapolitans, unless they are to live in the 
open air. Besides the excessive rentals, it is 
Atlirmed that the houses in Naples are built

of Naples, I may state that more. 





on too large a scale, and that the population 
ought to be more extended, and Florence is 
quoted as an example. A very pretty style 
of workmen’s houses is adopted at Florence, 
and to this style of house I call the 
reader's attention. There are not more 
than from ten to twelve suites in each 
building. Some have not more than 
five or six. They look on to the road from 
the front, and out into the open country from 
the back. Almost all the suites of rooms have 
long or wide balconies or genuine covered 
verandahs. Onthe ground floor there is a 
spacious and airy courtyard in which the 
children can play. In this courtyard there is 
always a covered-in lavatory for the common 
use of the various families. They have a 
capital kitchen, with everything that is neces- 
sary, and for all this they only pay 1 lira per 
week* (about 94d.). 

One small suite of this kind consists of a 
bedroom and the kitchen. And it is im- 
possible to make our poor people pay more, 
as they are unable to afford it out of their 
scanty earnings. 

In order to better demonstrate the import- 
ance of the present municipal problem, I will 
give the financial particulars of the cost 
calculated in the official report presented to 
the Municipality of Naples in 1888 :—

One peculiarity that may be interesting is 
this, that the municipality of Naples does not 
deem it convenient to undertake themselves 
the execution of the drainage works, either 
entirely or in part, but rather to entrust it to 
a& company, or several companies, at fixed 
prices, regulated by a series of contract rules, 
which serve as guides to the tenderers. The 
municipality of Naples proposes, as the works 
become developed, to intervene by approving 
of the areas for the buildings, by selecting 
the type of houses, by supervision in the con- 
struction thereof, and by stimulating and 
fomenting competition. Yet all this has not 
conduced to bring about even a reasonable 
solution of the municipal problem of Naples, 
which, at the present time, is one of the most 
important in Italy. A. M.

HE debate on Mr. Sidney Buxton’s 
clause in the new Factory Bill 
to raise the age of half-timers 
ata} to eleven years resulted, as the 
readers of the daily papers have seen, in 
the defeat of the Government, who desired 
to keep the age at ten years. This was con- 
trary to the understanding arrived at last 
ear at the International Congress at Berlin. 
he most significant thing about the debate 
was, however, that it was openly asserted 
that the operatives were against the raising 
of the age. This was not creditable to the 
operatives. There is an openly - expressed 
wish on their part to limit the hours of 
labour ; yet they are perfectly willing to work 
their children at an age which it is now ad- 
mitted is too young. This is not as it should 
be. But it is a fact, and we cannot but 
regard it as showing that too much reliance 
should not be placed on the views of artisans ; 
they are frequently contrary to the general 
welfare of their own class.

NOTHER step has ‘been taken towards 
carrying out the idea of a large exhibi- 

tion at Berlin in 1895, in the form of a letter

merce to its members in all parts of the 
kingdom. This letter begs the members to 
inform the Standing Committee (before 
July 1) of their opinion as regards the 
holding of a great exhibition at Berlin, for 
the present considering this proposed show 
to be a purely national one. The letter 
states that the Committee does not hesitate 
to recommend such a national exhibition on 
a grand scale for 1895, whilst it has doubts 
as to the advisability of making the scheme 
international. In looking through the report 
of the Committee’s meeting on the subject 
we find that only one member advocated 
the “international” point; the other 
members were against international ex- 
hibitions in principle, regarding them as 
farces at which the visitor sees 90 per cent. 
inland exhibits, and only a 10 per cent. of the 
combined foreign exhibits, these latter not 
being representative to any degree worth 
mentioning. According to the feeling in the 
Chamber of Commerce, Berlin would hence 
be likely to have an important National Ex- 
hibition; in the Government circles of the 
country, however, we believe the international 
scheme is more in favour, the year 1898 being 
suggested. The Government, we believe, 
would be more likely to vote large sums 
towards an International Exhibition, as the 
expenditure would probably be covered by 
the greater profits on the railways, which are 
nearly all State property. 





fie case of Mason v. Gravely, tried last 
week by Mr. Justice Day and a jury, 
should serve as a warning to persons who let 
houses with imperfect sanitary arrangements. 
The plaintiff became tenant to the defendant 
of a house with the extraordinary name of 
Cyphrenes Villa. In consequence of illness 
in his. family after the plaintiff's tenancy 
began, the drains were taken up and were 
found to be in a very bad state. Among 
other characteristics of Cyphrenes Villa, 
under the kitchen there was a “dead” drain 
filled with an accumulation of filth. The 
bath water was discharged into it, and, of 
course, permeated the soil below the floor, 
having no outlet. We fear that this 
state of things is characteristic of too 
many villas with fine names. In the 
result, the plaintiff obtained 70/. damages 
from the defendant. The verdict was just, 
and cannot be too widely known. But we 
repeat that a tenant should have the drains 
of a house examined before he agrees to take 
it, and should not trust to the representation 
either of the landlord or of his agent. If he 
does so, and the drainage is bad, it is not dis- 
covered till its ill-effects have done, perhaps, 
fatal harm. Again, as in this case, it may 
not be possible to obtain redress from the 
landlord without an expensive law-suit. 





é bg country some years ago spent a large 

sum on what are popularly called the 
New Law Courts. During the last and 
present week, in spite of this outlay, Mr. 
Justice Wright has been sitting in the old 
hall of Lincoln’s Inn, trying some of the 
Queen’s Bench causes. If one or more Courts 
are constructed, it is to be hoped that the 
First Commissioner of Works will do nothing 
hastily, and nothing of a merely temporary 
character. But the presumption is against 
the matter being well carried out,—as the 
Law Courts are public buildings. 





— Estimates for the current fiscal year 

set aside a sum of 3,000/. (om account) 
for additional buildings at the Record Office, 
upon the Rolls estate. For these it is intended 
to expend a total amount of 62,500/. During 
some while past the existing accommodation 
has proved inadequate to public requirements. 
We understand that for the present some of 
the old houses on the western side of Rolls- 

ard will be re-built, and sorendered more suit- 
able for the custody of documents. Sir James 
Pennethorne’s original plans*(1847) were for 
one vast L-shaped building, with a new street 
in ‘continuation of Carey-street, and passing 
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south of Symonds Inn, along its north front ; 
and another new street, on the return, along 
its eastern side, opening into Fleet-street—the 
latter new street to absorb the whole 
of West Harding-street,, Trinity Church- 
passage, and Red Lion - court, together 
with part of Johnson’s-court. He designed 
the northern wing to abut inst the 
northern‘and eastern sides of the Rolls Chapel, 
and to range in front of the Judge’s Cham- 
bers as built about sixty years ago; the south 
wing, having two inner courts, to extend as 
far as Fleet-street, where a front was deemed 
desirable, between the present Fetter-lane 
and Red Lion-court, and to take up all Fleur- 
de-Lys-court, Crane-court, and the Scottish 
Corporation Hall, since rebuilt after the 
designs of the late Professor Donaldson : 
completed in 1880. Without the inner 
angle was to stand the library,—65 ft. 
in diameter, and ten-angled on plan. 
The entire south wing, with an area of 
54,600 ft., Pennethorne planned for the 
storage of records. His estimate for this 
building, in brick, was 175,000/.; and 
about 109,000/., net, for the two new streets 
and the acquisition of property outside 
of the Rolls Estate. Pennethorne’s Record 
Office, as we now see it, fairly corre- 
sponds in site with the northern wing of his 
projected design. It stands upon the Rolls 
Estate, which is about 35a. lr. - in area, 
together with a small out-lying slip at the 
north-east corner of Carey-street. Provision 
is made in the same Estimates for the follow- 
ing charges :—1,500/. to complete a total of 
5,000/7. in respect of an extension of the 
Stationery Office; 12,8507. to complete a 
total of 21,000/., for the site, and 7,000/. on 
account of 35,000/. for the new buildings, 
Patent Office. A total amount of 9,500/. is put 
down against additional accommodation for 
examinations at the University of London,

ed the course of next month, by order of 

the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, the 
freehold site of St. Olave’s Church, Old 
Jewry, will be offered for sale at the Mart. 
The site covers about 2,600 ft. superficial, 
having a frontage of 39 ft. to Old Jewry, 
with a return of 66 ft. along Church-court. 
The church itself, designed by Wren, and 
built in 1673-6, at a cost of 5,580/. 4s. 10d., 
will be included in the sale. It was finally 
closed on March 27, 1887, and the parish is 
now united with St. Margaret, Lothbury. 
The gilded ship on the vane is a relic of St. 
Mildred’s, Poultry, also by Wren, which was 
pulled down in 1872. We printed two 
articles upon St. Olave’s in our numbers of 
December 16, 1882, and April 9, 1887; and 
on February 9, 1889, we described, in a 
“Note,” some interesting remains of the 
tower of the old fourteenth-century church 
which had then just been brought to light. 





ROOKE’S-MARKET, Holborn, the in- 
sanitary condition of which the London 
County Council discussed last week, as re- 
ported on p. 489, ante, and of which the site, in 
part, is already vacant, consists of some old 
ouses and detached sheds and stables, all ina 
wretched state as to repair, and now occupied 
by about sixty persons. It lies, in two rows, 
between Beauchamp-street (south) and the 
ends of Brooke- and VDorrington*-streets. 
The name is derived from the town mansion 
of Sir Fulke Greville, to whom James I. 
gave a grant of Warwick Castle, created 
Lord Brooke, of Beauchamp’s Court, co. 
Warwick, on January 18, 1620-1. That 
house is marked in Ogilby’s map of 1635 as 
situated next westwards of Furnival’s Inn. 
It had been built for William Bourchier, 
Karl of Bath (whence Bath-place), who died 
in the year 1623. Greville deserves to be 
remembered for his generous encouragement 
of learning and men of letters. Highly in 
favour at Court, his chief boast was to 
have been the friend of Sir Philip Sydney, 
who was his schoolfellow at Shrewsbury 


under Thomas Ashton. He was killed at 
Brooke House by his servant in 1628, and 
was buried at Warwick, under a monument 
he had erected, and bearing the well-known 
inscription. In Nicholas Stone’s account- 
books, at the Soane Museum, we find these 
entries :— 

*fand In 1622 I mad ye great diall in ye prevy 
garden at Whit Hall for ye wich I had 46/.: and 


that yeare 1622 I mad a diall for my lord Brook in 
holbron for ye wich I had 8/, 103. 0d.” 


Recent extensions northwards of the Pru- 
dential offices* (Mr. A. Waterhouse, R.A., 
architect) and of Wood's Hotel (Messrs. 
Isaacs & Florence, architects), have sup- 
planted the old “George” tavern, and most 
of the houses along the southern side of 
Greville-street, whereof the backs are drawn 
in the Sutton Nicholls view, @ vol d’oiseau, 
made for Strype’s edition of “ Stow” in 1750. 
Nearly the whole of Brooke-street has been 
re-built of late years, including the house near 
the opening of Fox-court, on the western 
Pe in the garret of which Chatterton ended 
is life. 


— Tubular Frame Wagon Company have 
commenced despatching bogie - trucks 
from their works at Barrow to various 
countries. We believe that the one supplied 
to the Great Northern Railway early this 
month was the first of the kind entirely con- 
structed in this country, but several have 
since been sent to Ireland and Spain. Mr. 
Jefferds has met with considerable opposition 
while endeavouring to effect their introduc- 
tion into this country, having had several 
fresh antagonists since he read his paper 
before the Institution of Mechanical Engineers 
last year,—one hailing from China, and others 
even from America. All objectors are met 
with a characteristic confidence and boldness, 
one spirited letter concluding as follows :— 
“To nullify all adverse statements in regard 
to this rolling-stock, I propose to invite the 
principal carriage and waggon superintendents 
of the United Kingdom to witness the building 
of one of these cars at our own works at 
Barrow, and to see it tested in every way, 
and then break it down, so there will be no 
uestion about their merits or cost of repair.” 
As the Great Northern, the Waterford and 
Limerick, and the Great Northern of Ireland 
are now supplied with samples of these 
waggons, we shall probably hear before lon 
to what extent the confidence thus expresse 
is justified. As to the financial side of the 
a it is inconceivable that in these 
ays English managers would allow simple 
prejudice to stand in the way of anything 
that promised to reduce their working ex- 
penses. Mr. Acworth, for one, ridicules the 
statements as to the economy to be effected. 
Taking for a text Mr. Jefferds’s assertion that 
“fully 675 per cent. can he saved in the 
working expenses of British railways by dis- 
carding four-wheeled rigid waggons, and 
adopting a proper bogie truck,” he says:— 
“The working expenses of British rail- 
ways amounted in 1889 to 303d. per 
train-mile. A reduction of 674 per cent. 
would bring them down to 10d. Now, 
according to the Board of Trade returns, 
general charges, Government duty, compensa- 
tion, legal, Parliamentary, and miscellaneous 
expenses, amounted to something over 4jd. 
The shape of the goods trucks could hardly 
roduce any effect in reducing these items. 
e are left, therefore, with a sum of 532d. to 
cover an expenditure which, under our present 
antediluvian methods, amounts to 2s. 4d. 
Let us admit that the new trucks run so 
easily that locomotives would be a super- 
fluity, that they glide so smoothly over the 
ground that the road would never wear out, 
and that the bridges would never need re- 
painting or repointing, even so we should save 
about 163d., and we have got to effect an 
economy of 204d.” Mr. Jefferds attempted 
to prove too much, but there would un- 
doubtedly be a certain amount of saving 
effected in haulage of mineral traffic in large 
and constant quantities.

mistake not, was included in Lord Lonsdale’s 
collection as sold at auction in June, 1887. 
It is larger than the artist’s other picture of 
the same subject,—engraved by P. C. Canot 
in 1760, and formerly in the Vernon collec- 
tion,—whilst the view is wider, extendi 
from the Abbey to the end of Buckingham- 
street, by the Adelphi. Prominent in the 
middle east are the engine-house and 
octagonal wooden tower, 70 ft. high, of the 
York-buildings waterworks, known as the 
‘‘ Dragon,” constructed by Savery in or after 
1712, and disused in 1731.* This picture 
shows a party about to take boat from Yor} 
Gate stairs. The drawing of the Gate is 
remarkable in one or two respects. Only one 
lion,—that to the right, couchant, but with. 
out a shield,—appears ; the right wing of the 
gate has a ate = roof, tiled over, and has 
glazed window inserted in the side as though 
that portion of the structure were used asa 
store-house or room of some kind. The Gate 
now has a corrugated iron roof. In 1679 
Sir Edward Hungerford obtained a charter 
to convert his house and gardens by the 
water-side into a market. In 1830 the 
old buildings seen in _ the picture 
were cleared away for new market pre- 
mises, with an embankment, designed by 
William Fowler (architect also of Covent- 
garden-market), and which again have given 
lace to the railway terminus. Scott, who 
ied in 1772, was one of the four friends who 
accompanied Hogarth in the five days’ tour 
down the river into Kent in 1732. Theodosius 
Forrest’s MS. journal of the tour is preserved 
in the Print Department, British Museum, 
and contains the map drawn by John, son to 
Sir James Thornhill, and the eight coloured 
sketches made by Hogarth and by Scott. 
The latter drew a view of the Medway from 
Rochester (old) bridge, Sheerness and the 
party’s embarkation from the Isle of Grain, 
and the Spanish Ambassador's tomb ia 
Minster church. Of the two houses at the 
end of Buckingham-street we gave a shovt 
account in a “ Note” on March 1 last year. 
The house occupied by Pepys (at the south- 
western corner of the street), of red brick, 
with pediment, and dormer roof, is shown ID 
Scott's picture, and in that by W. James, at 
Hampton Court. Its present successor, of 
yellow brick, and with different fenestration, 
appears in Turner's water-colour (date un- 
known) and in T. Malton’s print of 1796. 





ORTRAITS of Rousseau, by Allan 
Ramsay ; of Rolland of Gask, by 
Raeburn ; of J. R. Opie, R.A., by himself; 4 
Dutch interior, by David Teniers; and & 
Classical subject, by David Scott, have been 
added to the Scottish National Gallery. 
Ramsay’s portrait of Jean Jacques Rousseau 
is said to be the only likeness of the gifted 
Frenchman taken from life. Rousseau when 
on a visit to David Hume, the Scottish 
historian, in 1766, was induced to sit to 
Ramsay, but took umbrage at the artist, and 
refused to give a suflicient number of sittings. 
The painter, however, determined to complete 
the work, and followed Rousseau to publie 
meetings, where he took sketches which 
enabled him to finish the work to his own 
satisfaction. The portrait is a half- length, 
and represents the French philosopher in ® 
dark brown Armenian dress, trimmed wit 
fur, and wearing a black fur toque. — The 
figure is that of a somewhat fragile individual, 
the face clean shaven and sharply cut, with 
brilliant brown eyes. The picture, which 18 
in excellent preservation, was presented by 
Mrs. Agnes M. Hume, grand-niece of the 
historian, to the late Lord Wood, from 
whose grandson it has been acquired for the 
gallery. Rolland of Gask is depicted by 
Raeburn in life-size, seated at a writing-table.

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It is a fine example of Raeburn’s art, and 
isin a scheme of colour very seldom used 
by the artist. The tone is adapted 
to the green upholstery and hangings of the 
library in which the subject is seated. 
Rolland was an advocate, and is stated by 
Lord Cockburn to have been the original of 
Pleydell in Scott’s “Guy Mannering.” The 
“Dutch Boors drinking,” by Teniers, is a 
characteristic —_ of the realistic treat- 
ment of low life by the Dutch school of 
inters. The figures are full of character, 
and the colour rich and harmonious. Opie 
bas painted a portrait of himself, without any 
attempt at producing a flattering likeness, as 
artists are naturally disposed to do in such 
circumstances. ‘The features are heavy, but 
the forehead is high, and the general ex- 
ion indicative of resolution. The works 
of David Scott are peculiar alike in drawing, 
colour, and expression, and the example added 
to the gallery is no exception to the rule. 
The subject depicted is Philoctetes left on the 
island of Lemnos by the Grecian fleet on its 
way toTroy. The anguish of the old Argo- 
naut is reflected in the dull blue and green 
of the landscape, the general effect being the 
reverse of attractive. 


CCORDING to the Russian daily press, 
the President of the “ Palestine Com- 
mittee,” the Grand Duke Sergius, has obtained 
permission from the Czar to have the often- 
proposed Russian Archeological Expedition 
to Palestine and Syria organised, the purpose 
of this expedition being research among the 
early Christian and Byzantine monuments in 
the district. Attention is to be mainly fixed 
on work of the third to the sixth century. 
It is considered that the work proposed will 
take fully fifteen months todo. As none of 
the archzologists who intend taking part in 
the expedition are able to absent themselves 
from home for so long a period, the expedi- 
tion is to be divided.into three successive 
ones of about six morths’ durationeach. The 
district to be visited includes part of Syria, 
the trans-Jordan district, Petra, and Pales- 
tine. The first of the three parties leaves 
St. Petersburg in August, and will work in 
Palestine and Petra. This party will be 
under the head Curator of the “ Hermitage ” 
Museum, Professor N. P. Kandakow, together 
with Professor J. W. Pomjalowski, of St. 
Petersburg, and Professor A. Olessnigki, of 
the Kiew Theological College. A large staff 
of junior “savants” and subordinate assist- 
ants accompany this party, which will be 
supplied with large photographing apparatus 
and photometrical instruments. 








HE walls of the larger of the two rooms 

at the Fine Art Society’s are now 
hung with a large number of drawings by 
Mr. Walter Crane. Many— in fact most—of 
them are old friends, and have been noticed 
on former occasions. The exhibition, however, 
shows in a very interesting way how busy 
and versatile Mr. Crane has been for the last 
five-and-twenty years. The early children’s 
books—some of the first efforts to raise that 
Class of book to a higher level of artistic 
excellence—are perhaps among the most inte- 
resting. If the colouring is in some cases a 
little forced, the general simplicity of the 
designs, particularly where animals are intro- 
duced, is very happy, and calculated to succeed 
in producing a lasting impression on the in- 
fantile mind, where a more elaborate treat- 
ment would have failed.

HE late Charles Keene’s delightfuldrawing 
of the rich tradesman furious at having 
had pictures “done by ’and” substituted for 
the “ chromios” he had ordered, is evidently 
no unreal fancy, even in these days of the 
universal diffusion of “high-art.” “A few 
days ago,’ a correspondent writes, ‘ while 
looking round a shop devoted to the sale of 
‘art’ grates and mantel-pieces, the shopman 
invited me to look at a brass stove-front: ‘ A 
very fine piece of casting, Sir.’ It contained 
a panel-subject, not unpleasing in design, 
worked up with punch and graver from a cast 
ground; but, on my happening to remark as 
much to the man, he was quite aggrieved; he 
thought I was finding fault with and dis- 
paraging his wares, and assured me most pesi- 
tively that it was ‘all cast—entirely cast- 
work,’ &c.; and asked me, if I doubted it, to 
look at another casting of the same design in 
iron, which would certainly show my mistake. 
A glance at the iron front,—which was, 
indeed, from the same design, but an un- 
touched casting,—showed only more clearly 
what part of the decoration of the brass one 
had come from the mould and what part had 
been added; but it would have been useless 
to press the point. The mere suggestion of 
‘hand-work’ had .caused so much indignant 
expostulation that, fearful lest worse should 
befal me, [ hurriedly left the shop, my ears 
filled with the sorrowful echo: ‘ cast! cast ! 
cast ! 





it is satisfactory to note that our great 
musical function, the triennial Handel 
Festival at the Crystal Palace, is as successful 
this year as ever, so far as the first two days 
were concerned ; the third performance on 
Friday will not take place till after the 
publication of this number.

CONCLUDING NOTICE. 


1,910. ‘* Langdale Chase, Lowood;” Messrs. 
Ball, Lee, & Pattinson. This is a beautifully- 
executed and most effective pen drawing, showing 
a large mansion under a hill in a wooded land- 
scape, with a spacious balustraded terrace im 
front of it; but the design is not very 
picturesque, nor the detail very refined. Finials 
terminating in stone balls abound everywhere, 
The salient point of the house is an octagon 
tower at the angle, with an ogee-shaped cupole, 
over it, and large heavy finials with ogee 
terminations round the parapet. The drawing 
is well worth looking at, as a drawing; it is a 
good deal better than the design was worth. 

1,911. **New College, Oxford;” Mr. Basil 
Champney’s. Another of Mr. Davison’s draw- 
ings, showing some new buildings to the college, 
in which the quiet semi-domestic expression of 
the old Oxford collegiate buildings is well 
kept up. 

1,912. *“* Mosaics in St. Mark’s, Venice ;” Mr. 
R. T. Blomfield. A very delicate little coloured 
drawing which does not convey much of the 
texture of mosaic (difficult to do on so small a 
scale), but gives the general expression and 
style of the work admirably. The flat draperies 
seem built up in geometric patterns, in a 
manner peculiarly suited to the style of mosaic 
work. 

1,914. “New Vestry, Church of St. Luke, 
Leek ;” Mr. Gerald C. Horsley. This is a firmly- 
executed pen-line drawing, but there is nothing 
to show except a wall and a door and a window 
in Gothic style, and of very ordinary detail. 
Surely there should be more of subject in a 
drawing to justify its being hung at the 
Academy. 

1,915. ‘‘ Design for Church on the Regent’s 
Canal ;” Mr. John Belcher. The exterior view 
is a small edition of one which appeared in a 
former exhibition, to which is added an interior 
view, showing a solidly-designed vaulted stone 
church with an aisle of passage at the side, the 
deep internal buttresses crossing it entirely, and 
leaving large bays above with only a small door 
for passage in the massive wall of the buttress. 
The aisle below has an arcade between it and 
the central area. The transverse ribs of the 
vaulting spring from the buttresses at a lower 
level than the rest of the vault, leaving a solid 
spandrel and giving them somewhat the expres- 
sion of being stone principals. It is a pity this 
church should not be built, for it would make 
a very interesting and unusual building. 

1,916. ‘* St. Clement’s Church, Bournemouth : 
new tower ;” the late J. D. Sedding. This isa 
kind of companion drawing to No. 1,887, as 
both show the tower from a high point of sight 
nearly level with the church roofs. This is 
as original as the other tower, though very 
different in treatment; it is roofed with a low 
pitched hipped roof rising into a finial, and with 
very wide projecting eaves carried on massive 
brackets which are supported by carved figures 
below. There are deep buttresses at the angles 
and a semi-octagon stair-turret at one angle, 
stopped short by a lean-to roof against the 
tower. | 

1,918. “‘ Layer Marney Towers, Essex ;” Mr. 
Arnold Mitchell. Part of Mr. Mitchell’s col- 
lection of measured drawings of Layer Marney, 
which were published together in the Builder 
for April 3 and 10, 1886. 

1,919. ** Cloisters, Arles, France;” Mr. C. E. 
Mallows. A freely-executed pencil sketch, in 
which a good deal of effect is got without 
labour. It is a view looking along the interior 
of one cloister, showing the coupled columns 
and huge and half barbarously proportioned 
capitals, and the heavy segmental arches which 
divide the roof into compartments at each bay. 

1,920. ““A Corner, 8t. John’s Church, Stan- 
stead Montfitchet ;” Mr. W. D. Carde. A very 
interesting corner, facing the north pier of the 
chancel arch, and showing the organ screen in 
two designs, one towards the chancel the other 
towards the nave. The organ is treated in 
towers of pipes in the orthodox way, but in- 
geniously varied, the centre towards the chancel 
showing a tower triangular on plan, that 
towards the nave being treated with a semi- 
circular tower at each side. The drawing is 
beautifully executed in pen-line, and the carved 
details of the organ case especially are shown 
with the most conscientious care and correct- 
ness of drawing. 

192. Design fora Free Library for a County 
Town;” Mr. A. Bartlett. Two small coloured 
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elevations, stone below and brick above, with 
large windows divided up by the frames in such 
@ manner as to break them up agreeably; a 
circular window under the gable in the end 
elevation shows an original little bit of tracery 
in a rather flower-like form of design. There 
are other commendable bits of detail in the 
design. 

1,922. “The Jew’s House, Lincoln;” Mr. 
A. H. Powell; a good bit of colour, but looking 
somewhat brighter than this ancient house- 
front actually looks. 

1,923. “Study for a Gallery of Sculpture ;” 
Mr. R. Phené Spiers. A very highly-finished 
elevation and section on rather a small scale, 
with a miniature plan added. The plan is in 
the shape of an inverted T, the point of junc- 
ture being marked by an octagonal cupola. 
The front elevation is rather too suggestive of a 
railway-station, and it is a pity to repeat again 
that unhappy way of treating a semi-circular 
window by inserting two upright mullions in 
it, cutting into the circle of the arch; one of 
the worst ways of dividing up a semi-circular 
window. The section shows the materials for 
a very fine interior, and one well suited to its 
purpose; there is an order of marble columns 
with gilt capitals, and over the entablature a 
small attic occupied by medallion heads in 
circles with a red ground. The gallery through 
which the section is taken (the shank of the 
|) is divided into bays or “chapels” by internal 
buttresses, and in front of the shadow of each 
bay, on the section, stands a white marble 
statue. The roof, an arched vault, is richly 
treated in blue and gilding, with figures in each 
bay. The effect of this rich setting for sculp- 
ture is very suitable. The section is an 
admirable piece of work, finished with minute 
care. 

1,024. ‘‘Boat-house, Maidenhead Court;” 
Mr. R. 58. Wornum, This is a pleasant little bit 
of riverside architecture, apparently boathouse 
and cottage in one, placed at an angle with each 
other, in an |_-shape. The gabled front to 
the boat-house would have been more really 
picturesque and more suited to its situation and 
purpose if it had been a little less ‘‘ busy.” 

1,928. “Memorial Fountain, Lowestoft ;” 
Mr. Paul Waterhouse. This is an Ionic column 
with the old-fashioned slice of entablature on 
it, and the usual form of pedestal at the base; 
water issues from the centre of each side of 
the frieze of the slice of the entablature, and 
from the centre of each side of the pedestal. 
We cannot say this is a happy idea; in fact, it 
is about as absolute a misuse of the columnar 
form as could be imagined. 

1,929. ** Christ Church, Waterloo;” Messrs. 
Birkett & Langham. This is mainly a drawing 
of the tower, a large tower of the Somersetshire 
type, standing a little apart from the church, 
but connected with it by a low porch or pas- 
sage. The west end of the church, with a large 
late Gothic window and a rather deeply- 
recessed wall arcade over it, has a rich and 
satisfactory appearance. A sketch is added 
showing the method of finishing the lower stage 
of the tower for the present, until the remainder 
can be built ; the architects have managed, by 
putting a high-pitched roof on, to make ita 
rather less ugly and stumpy-looking thing than 
a tower to be completed subsequently is gene- 
rally allowed to remain. 

1,930. “Church of St. Michael, Stonebridge, 
Willesden ;” Messrs. Goldie, Child, & Goldie. 
A very simple Early English church, the east 
end showing a group of five very narrow lancets, 
almost as plain as they could be left, and sur- 
mounted by a wall-moulding grouping them to- 
gether; in the gable are three niches with 
figures inthem. There isa broach spire of the 
good old style, with lucarnes perhaps a little 
too large and projecting. The drawing is 
executed in pen-line, in an unpretending but 
tasteful manner. 

1,932. ‘*‘ New House, Palace Court, Kensing- 
ton ;” Mr. W. Flockhart. A large and boldly- 
treated pen-drawing of a picturesque house, 
with the class of features which go to make a 
picturesque house nowadays; a studied avoid- 
ance of symmetry, a corbelled-out octagon 
angle-turret, the whole rather rambling but 
very effective, and in a good bold manner of 
detail. The portion on the right, with the flat 
and railing at the top, looks, however, a little 
too much like the ordinary Classical variety of 
house architecture to group quite satisfactorily 
with the rest. 

1,934. “The Font and Canopy, St. Peter 
Mancroft Church, Norwich: restored ;” Mr. F. 


i. Baggallay. A large pen-drawing which was 





illustrated in the Builder of January 4, 1890; 
it is an exceedingly solid and careful pen- 
drawing, finished like an engraving,—perhaps a 
little too much like. The canopy, as many of 
our readers will remember, is an exceptionally 
rich example of a class of work which seems at 
one time to have been popular in Norfolk 
churches; the canopy being an octagonal 
erection with open bays and supports at the 
angles, standing over the font. The angle- 
piers in this case are composed of four shafts 
forming a square with its angle outwards, and 
richly decorated with canopy work and niches 
between the shafts; there are only complete 
piers at four angles, those at the other four 
being cut short off as pendants, and supported 
by the middle portion of the construction. 
There is nothing in the drawing to indicate how 
much is restoration. 

1,935. ** Memorial Church, Colston Bassett, 
Northamptonshire ;” Mr. A. W. Brewill. This 
is a small cross church in pure Gothic style, 
notable for the employment, on the crossing 
tower, of a talland perfectly plain spire, without 
mouldings, lucarnes, or detail of any kind. 
This very simplicity has, however, a certain air 
of originality and is not unpleasing. 

1,936. “ Brooklands, Weybridge ;” Mr. R. T. 
Blomfield. A large pen-drawing of a square- 
looking house built of brick, with small angle- 
quoins, large windows with small square panes, 
and very plain architectural treatment. At 
the further end a portion rises into a tower, 
with a small octagonal cupola set on the 
meeting of two gables. A lower and very plain 
building near the front of the drawing, with a 
broad and massive chimney-stack rising from 
it, plays its part in the picture, in which there 
is rather too much the air of an old house 
revived, 

1,937. “St. Andrew’s Vicarage Earlsfield ; ” 
Mr. E. W. Mountford. This is a picturesque 
Gothic house, with the look of a parsonage 
aboutit. The drawing, a pen-line one in a free 
style, is a little spoiled by too flashy an effect 
of contrast between white and shaded spaces.

THE ROYAL GOLD MEDAL.—MEDIZVAL ARCHI- 
TECTURE IN SWEDEN. 


THE sixteenth and last ordinary meeting of 
this Institute for the present session took place 
on Monday evening last, at 9, Conduit-street. 

Mr. J. Macvicar Anderson, the new Presi- 
dent, on taking the chair for the first time, was 
received with applause, and, in the course of a 
few words of acknowledgment, he said :— 
Most of us are old friends, and I venture to 
express the hope that anything that may occur 
during the next year may not in any way inter- 
fere with the good fellowship and the confi- 
dence that have always subsisted between us. 
We now come to what it is scarcely fair to call 
business, for it is really the most agreeable part 
of the whole year’s proceedings,—viz., the pre- 
sentation of the Royal Gold Medal. 


Presentation of the Royal Gold Medal. 


The President said :—Colleagues, ladies, and 
gentlemen,—The Royal Gold Medal, the gift 
of Her Majesty the Queen, is annually con- 
ferred on such distinguished architect or man 
of science, of any country, as may have 
designed or executed a building of high merit, 
or produced a work tending to promote or 
facilitate the knowledge of architecture or the 
various branches of science connected there- 
with. Since the days of the refined and 
cultured Cockerell, who was the first recipient 
of the Medal in 1848, it has year by year been 
bestowed by the Queen, at the recommendation 
of the Institute, on distinguished architects 
and men of science, at home and abroad, whose 
names having often been recalled on occasions 
similar to the present, I will not refer to further 
than to say they have, indeed, become as house- 
hold words in the realm of Art. Weare met 
to-night to add one more honoured name—the 
forty-fourth — to the historic list of Gold 
Medallists. That so many years have passed 
since the foundation of this Royal honour in- 
volves the melancholy reflection that the 
majority of these distinguished men are no 
longer with us—indeed but eleven survive, of 
whom nine are Englishmen; but the sadness of 
this reflection is happily tempered by the recol- 
lection that our Royal Patron is still spared, 
after a prolonged and beneficent reign, to con- 
fer these marks of distinction on such members 
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of our profession, at home and in other lands 
as in the opinion of their brethren are worthy 
to receive them. The roll of Gold Medallists 
embraces the names of men who in their day 
and generation have attained eminence as 
architects, or archeologists, or who have pro- 
duced works of literary merit tending to 
promote the knowledge of architecture, 
Of these the former predominate, as, in m 
judgment, they ought; for who should be. 
so well able to assist in the promotion of archi- 
tecture as those whose lives are devoted first to. 
the study and afterwards to the practice of the 
art, and of the varied sciences connected there- 
with? The literary man no doubt influences,— 
and, if he be a writer of mark, largely infin- 
ences,—his contemporaries, as well as posterit ' 
by his works ; but no less so does the architect 
in practice, who not only leaves the impress of 
his genius engraven on the enduring monuments 
which he creates, but in addition exercises a 
power, by virtue of his character and indi- 
viduality, which necessarily affects, for good or 
evil, those with whom he comes into personal 
contact, in the complex relationships of his pro-. 
fessional career. The practising architect thus 
enjoys a privileged position ; for, while follow- 
ing his bent and indulging his fancy, he 
can,—and if his taste be rightly inspired he 
showld,—contribute to the comfort and 
happiness of society by the fitness and the 
elegance of his creations, and, further, by 
integrity, independence, and honourable deal- 
ing in his practice, he can raise the tone of his 
profession, and establish it in the good opinion. 
of men; for his is much more than an ordinary 
avocation or means of subsistence, it is the 
pursuit of the beautiful and the useful, and in 
proportion as he aspires to such attainments,. 
so, and in the same proportion, will he be likely 
to reach celebrity, and to leave his mark on his 
age. Such considerations as these lead me to 
rejoice that the Royal Gold Medal is now to be 
bestowed on one who is a worthy and dis- 
tinguished member of the profession, one whose 
works are deservedly esteemed by competent 
judges, one whose life and character have: 
tended to promote a high standard of honour- 
able practice, — Sir Arthur Blomfield. To 
speak publicly of an individual, or of his 
works, in his presence, is at any time a 
matter of delicacy,—much that one would 
like to say must remain unexpressed,— 
but I must ask my friend and colleague to bear 
with me while I venture to touch very briefly 
on one or two points in his career which seem 
to me to possess general interest, aud to refer,— 
necessarily in the most cursory manner,—toa 
few only of his more important works. Educated: 
at Rugby, and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he took his degree as Master of Arts, 
Mr. Blomfield,—as he then was,—entered the 
office of Mr. Philip C. Hardwick, where he 
remained for the period of three years. In 
1855 he travelled to Rome, Florence, and other: 
sof the Continent, in conjunction with the 
late Frederick P. Cockerell, and those who re- 
member the charm of Cockerell’s society, can 
realise what the pleasure and profit of such 
travelling companionship as his must have 
been. Commencing practice in 1856, the 
career of Mr. Blomfield was, I believe, one of 
continuous progress and success. In 1867 
he was elected a Fellow of this Institute, 
and has served on the Council, and as 
a Vice-President. In 1888 he was elected an 
Associate of the Royal Academy. On the occa- 
sion of the consecration of the English Church 
at Copenhagen he was elected a member of the 
Royal Academy of Arts of Copenhagen, and 
presented with the Order of the Danebrog by 
the King of Denmark. He holds the appoint- 
ment of Architect to the Bank of England. 
Last, but not least, he was in 1889 created Sir 
Arther Blomfield, Knight, by Her most Gracious 
Majesty the Queen. No mean record, surely, 
of the honours of a professional career. °~ 
Sir Arthur Blomfield’s works those which claim 
attention first are his churches. I know not 
whether he himself desires that his fame 
should rest on his being in any sense 
specialist, but without going so far as this, 
fancy that I shall not be far wrong when I say, 
that in the first instance at all events, / 
reputation was established by the purity 
of taste and the general excellence dis- 
played in his ecclesiastical work. To enume- 
rate his churches would be to fill many 
pages, and to occupy much of your time ; 
the number he admits to be “very large ; 
and although he modestly considers that there 
are few “worth mentioning,” most us 
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would probably be of opinion that a visitation 
to these works would be attended with plea- 
sure and instruction. Of the very few which, 
in response to my inquiry, he has thought 
worthy of mention, are the Private Chapel at 
Tyntesfield, erected for the late Mr. William 
Gibbs; Privett Church, Hants; and St. Mary’s 
Church, Portsea, commenced, I think, in 1884, 
and only completed last year. Judging from 
the illustrations published in the Suilder in 
July, 1884, this fine and important church of 
St. Mary’s appears to be a work of real merit, 
worthy of the reputation of its architect. Of 
his secular works, I may refer to Denton 
Manor, Grantham, for Sir William Welby 
Gregory, a work, I have always understood, 
of great excellence ; Whitgift Hospital Schools, 
Croydon; King’s School, Chester; Bancroft 
School, Woodford, for the Drapers’ Company ; 
Queen’s School, and Lower Chapel, at Eton Col- 
lege; the Fleet-street Branch of the Bank of 
England; and Sion College Library on the Thames 
Embankment. You are aware that Sir Arthur 
is now engaged in rebuilding the nave of St. 
Saviour’s, Southwark, and it must be satisfac- 
tory to all that a work possessing much archzxo- 
logical and historical interest has been entrusted 
to such competent hands. Many centuries 
have passed since the wise man declared “ How 
much better is it to get wisdom than to get 
gold,” and although the undoubted truth of 
this aphorism may at first sight appear to 
detract from the value of the Gold Medal which 
Sir Arthur Blomfield will to-night add to his 
other well-earned honours, it really enhances it, 
for this Medal is but the recognition of that 
wisdom which is the result of years of study 
and labour, and is manifested in the number- 
less works which have so surely established his 
fame as an accomplished architect.* 

Turning to the recipient of the Medal, the 
President said:—Sir Arthur Blomfield, my 
words to you will be few, believing that nothing 
I can say will increase the estimation with 
which you are already regarded, and that in 
brevity I shall best consult your own feelings. 
I do not forget that this is not the first occa- 
sion on which you have—as your knighthood 
indicates—been the recipient of Royal favour, 
nor that to be thus specially selected for honour 
must at any time be esteemed by a right- 
minded man as a lofty distinction ; but when, 
as in the present instance, honour is bestowed 
on the direct recommendation of those who, as 
experts, are best able to gauge the merit of a 
professional colleague’s life and work, its value 
is, in my judgment, immeasurably enhanced. 
I venture to think, therefore, that this Medal 
will be none the less appreciated by you from 
the circumstance that it is conferred by the 
Queen, on the recommendation of your brother 
architects. Permit me to add that I feel grati- 
fied and proud that my first official act as 
President of the Institute should be the privi- 
lege of presenting this gift of her Majesty to 
one so well worthy to wear and to possess it. 
On behalf of the Institute, and for myself, let 
me express the hope that you may Jong be 
spared to be an ornament to the profession and 


o enjoy the honours you have so deservedly 
on.

Mr. President, ladies, and gentlemen,—Let me 
first thank you, Sir, very sincerely for the very 
kind and too flattering terms in which you have 
spoken of me and of my work. You have been 
good enough to give expression to a feeling of 
satisfaction that the first of your official acts, 
as President, should be to present me with the 
Gold Medal which Her Majesty the Queen 
annually gives to an architect or man of 
science on the recommendation of this Insti- 
tute. Before I say one word on that subject, 
Sir, I hope I may be permitted to take this 
opportunity of expressing ina publicmanner, not 
for myself alone, but for the whole Institute,— 
for I feel sure I may consider myself the spokes- 
man of the Institute for this purpose,—to express 
to you the great satisfaction that we all feel in 
seeing you in that position of honour and 
trust to which you have been elected, I may 
say by acclamation. Every member of this 
Institute must be deeply and gratefully sensible 
of the fact that the duties of the presidential 
office,—always arduous, and very frequently 
complicated by questions of great difficulty and 
delicacy,—have never since the foundation of the 
Institute been more efficiently discharged than 
they have been during the last three years by 
our valued and distinguished friend, Mr. Water- 
house. Worthily to succeed such a President as 
he has been, is, Iam fully aware, no easy matter ; 
but, Sir, from the experience we have already 
had of the tact, the discretion, the firmness 
tempered always by courtesy, and the other 
admirable qualities which you have displayed 
during a long period of official connexion with 
this Institute, we feel every confidence that the 
chief guardianship of the honour, the integrity, 
and the best interests of this Institute could 
not possibly have been conveyed to abler or 
worthier hands. We feel sure that, however 
difficult the task of succeeding Mr. Waterhouse 
may be, you are fully equal to it, and for that 
reason, Sir, we all of us congratulate you as 
heartily and warmly as we congratulate our- 
selves on your accession to the dignified and 
honourable position of President of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. With regard to 
the honour which I have just received at your 
hands, I am fully conscious that it is one of the 
greatest which can be awarded to any archi- 
tect, not only because of its being conferred 
upon him by his Sovereign, but more particularly 
because it is given on the recommendation of 
that which is the most influential body of his 
brother architects in the kingdom. I feel with 
you sincerely that it may be safely said that 
the man who can receive a distinction of the 
kind without deep feelings of pride and grati- 
fication would be, as you have hinted, a very 
singularly-constituted man. 
‘‘ The love of praise, howe’er conceal’d by art, 
Reigns more or less, and glows in every heart.” 

That is quite as true now as it was, and always 
had been, when it was written 150 years ago. 
But, however worthy the recipient of this 
honour may be at any time, and however con 
scious of his own merits, I think he would be a 
still more exceptional person if, on an occasion 
of this kind, and before such an assembly as I 
see here to-night, he did not find those senti- 
ments of pride and satisfaction mingled ina 
large degree with diffidence and embarrass- 
ment. He must feel, as I feel very strongly at 
the present moment, that a mark of recognition 
such as this, coming from such a large and 
such a representative body as this Institute, is 
an honour which can scarcely be said to be 
adequately and properly acknowledged by a 
mere bold and formal expression of thanks, 
however hearty and sincere. He must feel, as 
I feel, that something more than that must not 
unreasonably be expected on such an occasion 
as this, from the man whom this Institute 
singles out for the reception of one of the highest 
honours at its disposal. But unfortunately if, 
with the hearty desire to gratify that not un- 
reasonable expectation, he attempts to go beyond 
simple thanks, he finds himself in this difficulty, 
—he finds himself absolutely restricted to one 
subject, and that not only the most embarrassing 
and distasteful to himself, but the one of all 
others which most quickly wearies an audience, 
however sympathetic and indulgent. I have 
jast now quoted a satirist of the last century, 
One who is known among us as one of the most 
genial satirists of the present day, in enumera- 
ting the various good and attractive qualities 
of our dumb friends, the domestic pets of 
everyday life, puts in a very prominent place 
the fact that they never talk about themselves. 
No doubt our dumb friends, in that particular, 
give us a very admirable example. I only wish, 





gentlemen, that it was more often followed,—in 
fact, I heartily wish I could follow it on this 
occasion. But,in a chequered career, circum- 
stances will sometimes arise when, however 
desirable reticence may be, it is no longer 
possible, and when, however reluctant he may 
be, a speaker must necessarily, instead of 
giving his audience some palatable intellectual 
effort in the shape of instruction or amusement, 
offer them what I may term a dose of egotism. 
I am afraid that this is such an occasion, and 
that it becomes at once my privilege and my 
pain to ask you to bear with me, and to listen 
for a very short time while I say a few words. 
about myself. I can at least promise you,. 
ladies and gentlemen, that my dose of egotism 
shall be homceopathic in quantity. As for 
quality, if I might push that line of thought a. 
little further, you know we sometimes beguile 
the fancy of childhood by administering an 
unavoidable but suspicious globule in some 
vehicle of somewhat less doubtful aspect, and 
more agreeable flavour. In the same way I 
propose now to introduce the very few words I 
have to say about myself with an anecdote of one. 
of the most distinguished of my predecessors, 
whose name has been already mentioned as the. 
first recipient of the Gold Medal in 1848. 
Perhaps under the shelter of this illustration I 
may secure from you a measure of indulgence 
which otherwise I could hardly venture to hope 
for. When I was a young architectural student, 
—and I lay stress upon the word “young,” 
because since then I have nearly trebled my 
age, and although I have carried out a con- 
siderable number of works of various descrip-. 
tions of importance, and although I have now 
received what I am proud to consider the 
crowning honour of my career, I am still a 
student; I do not hesitate to confess that, 
and to say that I shall continue to be a student 
so long as I can use a pencil and read a book;. 
for I hold very strongly that the education of 
an architect is never completed, and when he 
feels it to be completed, if he ever does so, it is 
time he should be laid on the shelf. Well, when I 
was a young architectural student, coming one 
day, which I shall never forget, up Ludgate-bill, I 
met Professor Cockerell coming down. He 
stopped and greeted me in his kind and cordial 
manner, and, laying his hand on my arm, he 
turned round and pointed to the dome of St. 
Paul’s, and he said, * Blomfield, when I look at 
that magnificent conception, and buildings such 
as that, Isay to myself, ‘the men who could 
do work like that were giants, and what are 
we? Pigmies,’” He said nomore, but walked 
on; but these words, coming from so learned 
and so distinguished a man, and so great an 
artist, struck me as so remarkable that I have 
never forgotten them. They have often re- 
curred to my mind in after years in the general 
sense in which they were spoken, and also. 
narrowed down to personal application to my- 
self; but they never impressed themselves on 
my mind so vividly as when I received the inti- 
mation of the honour intended me by this. 
Institute. When I read the letter conveying 
that intimation I can assure you that the feelings 
I experienced can only be properly conveyed by 
something very like the words spoken to me 
many years ago by Professor Cockerell. I 
literally felt like a pigmy amongst giants. 
When I look back at the roll of the former 
Gold Medallists, and the many distinguished 
and illustrious names contained therein, 
I can feel nothing else. Perhaps on 
an occasion like this, and before so 
indulgent an audience as I have, I think I 
might be excused if I were to fall back on the 
apologetic platitude of saying that, however 
little I have been able to do, at least I have 
done my best; but certainly no man can be 
said to have done his best while he has health 
and strength, and a hearty desire and ambition 
to do better. Gentlemen, I can at least claim 
that hearty desire and ambition, and that en- 
courages me to hope that whatever work I may 
be prepared to carry out in the future, I shall 
never do anything which may bring discredit 
on the choice which you have done me the 
honour of making this year, in choosing me as 
your Royal Gold Medallist. For that honour, 
gentlemen, I return you my most hearty and 
sincere thanks. 

Sir Arthur Blomfield resumed his seat amidst 
loud applause. 


Medieval Architecture in Sweden. 


Mr. J. Tavenor Perry then read a paper on 
this subject. In his introductory remarks he 
pleaded that no serious attempt had been made 
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in England to deal with the subject, and his 
object was to give such information as he had 
obtained during his visits to the country and as 
he had gleaned from others. The physical 
features of Sweden he considered altogether 
unfavourable to the development of an archi- 
tectural style; but its unfavourable circum- 
stances had their effect in so modifying the 
arrangements of the buildings as to result in 
such important local peculiarities as almost to 
amount to style. The earlier buildings were 
entirely constructed of granite and timber—the 
materials most abundant and nearest to hand. 
The unworkable character of the granite and 
its cost of transportation led to the substitution 
of brick; with the result that in all orna- 
mental features the same peculiarities of 
treatment and detail appeared as in those of 
the great churches of Pomerania and Mecklen- 
burg. At the end of the eleventh century 
attempts had been made to organise the 
Christian Church in Sweden, and the earlier 
missionaries and bishops had been Englishmen. 
English influence might, the author thought, 
be traced in much of the work of the twelfth 
and thirteenth centuries. 

The cathedral church of Lund was the oldest 
and most important church in Sweden. The 
plan of the building consisted of a nave and 
aisles, western towers, aisleless transepts, an 
apsidal choir, and a large lofty crypt extending 
under the whole of the choir and transepts. 
Whether the nave had been intended to be 
vaulted was doubtful ; but several attempts to 
do so had been made. The whole building was 
carried out in hard stone, and there still existed 
a considerable amount of good carving un- 
touched by the restorer. The two most notice- 
able features of the exterior were theelegant apse 
with the open gallery round the eaves, and the 
richly-carved north porch of altogether Italian 
treatment. The existing remains of the 
conventual church of Dalby, like in many 
ways to the cathedral of Lund, consisted of a 
large nave, a western tower, and a south porch. 
The most remarkable feature was the crypt, 
which was a large chamber vaulted in three 


aisles ; and its position showed that it was con- 
structed as a baptistery. Upsala Cathedral was 


a building of great historical importance to 
Sweden and of particular interest to the archz- 
ologist. The building whiih first became the 


-cathedral, and which still existed, was a square 


hall of rough granite having two lofty and 
wide arches on each face; it had been altered 
several times and now formed the nave of 
the ancient church. In 1287 the archbishop 
entered into an agreement with Estienne de 
Bonnueill to build a cathedral at Upsala upon 
the plan of Notre Dame. There was much to 
support the theory that Frenchmen had been 
at work upon the building; but the eastern 
termination bore no resemblance to Paris, and 
its plan was much more German than French. 
The carving and arrangement of the capitals of 
the great piers and corbels round the choir 
were also much earlier in character than such 
as would have been designed by a French archi- 
tect of that period. ‘The author thought that 
Estienne exercised but little influence on the 
design of Upsala, which, he considered, must 
have been the work of native artists. Still he 
believed Estienne might have done much to im- 
prove the design, and even to found a new 
school of sculptors, who freed themselves from 
the toils of the runes and snakes until that 
time so prevalent. 

At Skara was one of the oldest cathedrals in 
Sweden. Little, however, remained of its earlier 
work, except in the western towers. It was 
built of stone, with western towers, nave, aisles 
and transept, and apsidal choir, with turrets at 
the angles of the choir and transepts. The 
work generally might be assumed to belong to 
the last part of the thirteenth century, but 
there was little carving or mouldings by 
which to fix a date. LinkOping ranked second 
to Upsala in dimension, but surpassed it in 
the beauty of its details. It had grown up 
piecemeal, like an English cathedral, and all 
the work was the best of the several periods. 
Apart from modern additions the building 
appeared to belong to four distinct periods, 
the work of the oldest belng the transepts 
and crossing of the choir, probably erected 
about 1150; and at a date early in the 
next century the present nave must have 
been begun. The progress of the work 
during the thirteenth century did not appear 
to have been stopped, but must have spread 
over a long period, as at the west end of the 
nave the work was as late as (or later than) any 





at Upsala. The smallness of the existing choir, 
and other peculiarities perceptible at the east 
end, made it probable that at one time there 
was an apse as an eastern termination ; and, at 
all events, about the beginning of the four- 
teenth century a new choir, with chapels, had 
been begun. Much in the character of the 
mouldings and work generally suggested that 
Estienne of Paris and Upsala had had some 
control; but he could have had nothing to do 
with the plan, which was totally unlike a French 
plan. The ornamentation and sculpture were 
particularly rich, the richest portion being the 
great south portal. The most important brick- 
built Swedish cathedral was that of Abo, in 
Finland, of which, as well as of the older 
church of Rintimiki, the author had given an 
account in the #.J.B8.A. Journal [see page 4 
ante|. The cathedral of Vesteris was said to 
have been founded about 1100, but no remains 
so ancient now existed. It was a five-aisled 
building, ending in a polygonal-shaped apse, 
which did not properly fit on to the rest of the 
building. The small cathedral of Vexio, a 
three-aisled church of a uniform height, was 
more interesting. It had a projecting chancel, 
one bay ending in a square east end, and a 
large tower on the west front. Other important 
chur-hes, especially those of Malmé and Ystad, 
were described by the author, who was of 
Opinion that, notwithstanding the number of 
circular churches, the majority of the earlier 
ones had square eastern terminations, notably 
Rantimiki and Karins, near Abo, and, of later 
style, Orebo and Vexio; where, however, 
German influence became predominant, an ap- 
sidal termination had been adopted. The 
omiszion or reduction to the smallest dimen- 
sions of the clearstory was also a noticeable 
peculiarity ; one reason for which, apart from 
German influence, was, he thought, the desire 
to simplify the roof as far as might be, In the 
earlier churches the porches were of great ex- 
tent, and during the best periods of architec- 
ture the portals were considerable, and treated 
with a great deal of ornamentation. All the 
churches were provided with bells, but towers 
to the smaller ones were uncommon, the bel- 
fries being generally detached wooden erec- 
tions. Elaborate stalls still remained in Lund 
Cathedral, and small portions at Vesterds, 
Dalby, &c., while several fine Late German 
tryptichs were to be found about the country. 
Of fonts there was a vast quantity, mostly of 
an early date and of elaborate design. 
Restorations had been going on for years, 
and were still proceeding with vigour at Upsala, 
Skara, and Malmo. That at Linképing was 
confined to building a new west front of the 
poorest description; but at Skara, from acom- 
parison of some old drawings with the work 
already completed, it seemed to be conscien- 
tiously carried out. At Upsala work was going 
on against which it was, however, too late to 
protest. Theexternal work had been formed 
in concrete, enriched cornices, gargoyles, pin- 
nacles, and open parapets being all cast to 
pattern in cement. To concrete as an ornamental 
building material, legitimately used, there could, 
however, be no objection, as, for example, on a 
recently-erected church at Stockholm, in which 
all the work, except the carving, was in con- 
crete, and the effect he considered very good. 





The Rev. F. H. Woods, at the close of the 
paper, said that he had taken considerable in- 
terest in Swedish architecture, and chiefly in 
connexion with Gothland. 
ruins of Wisby were well worth a visit. The 
old walls still circled a town there, which had 
now sunk to the sizeof avillage. Every village 
church, too, in Gothland was interesting, and 
one might visit at least a dozen in aday. With 
regard to the church fonts in Sweden, it was 
most distressing to find them stacked in the 
museum at Stockholm, having, in many in- 
stances, been sold by the parishioners. The 
restorations going on were also very distressing. 
On one occasion he had determined to spend 
some time in Vexio, inspecting the cathedral, 
but when he got there he saw a building 
of plaster and red-brick, which looked as 
though it had been erected the other day. The 
remains of the timber churches had not been 
mentioned, but they all knew the famous 
timber churches in Norway, and there were also 
some very interesting ones in Sweden. One par- 
ticularly interesting church, at a place called 
Roda, was outwardly an extremely uninteresting 
building, with hardly any architectural features, 
while internally it was very beautiful. The

ceiling was in the form of a trefoil pattern, 
decorated with finely-painted work, being, in 
fact, one of the best specimens of fresco paint- 
ing in Sweden. He had been also much struck 
by the appearance of the bell-turrets. These 
were in great variety, and some of them mus¢ 
be ancient, because he had seen one close to an 
old monastic ruin. With regard to books, he 
had in his hand a volume by Hildebrand, which 
gave an interesting history of Swedish archi- 
tecture. 

Mr. R. Herbert Carpenter said that having 
seen some of the buildings, so well described in 
the paper, he had much pleasure in proposing a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Tavenor Perry. He had 
experienced the difficulty referred to, of obtain- 
ing a really valuable guide-book, but he had 
been able to see Lund, Malmo, and U 
With regard to the latter cathedral his theory 
was a little different to that of Mr. Perry. It 
seemed to him that when the bishops moved 
their seat to the new Upsala, and left the old 
temple at old Upsala, there was a church on the 
rising ground, the Mons Domini, as it was 
called, where the cathedral stood, and there 
must have been a church standing there which 
probably occupied the site of the nave of the 
present building. Then he thought that the 
French architects had a great deal to do with 
the laying-out, and that they laid out the 
whole of the choir, chapels, and transepts, 
the chapels of the nave and the western 
towers enclosing the old nave and chancel. 
Then, he _ believed, they to a _ certain 
extent built the western part, making 
the choir higher, and building the western piers 
higher than any other part of the nave. The 
work, he considered, then stopped for a time, 
and the architect who resumed it took down the 
older church in the interior, and built up very 
much plainer piers. Then when he came to the 
upper part of the transept and choir, it was no 
doubt taken up either by the Swedish or 
German men, as there was a great likeness in 
the tracery to that at Lubeck. The piers, 
with their bases in the French style, were 
continued up in the moulds running round 
the arches. That seemed to show that the 
church stood for some time, and was continued 
by the Swedes. They had not begun the 
restoration at Upsala when he was there, but 
restoration was in progress at Lund, where he 
was shocked to see the contrast between the 
work going on, as compared with the restora- 
tions at Trondhjem Cathedral in Norway. ‘The 
Norwegians were to be congratulated on the 
restorations at Trondhjem, as they were being 
carried out with the greatest care and fidelity. 

Mr. William White, F.S.A., seconded the vote 
of thanks, and thought that Mr. Perry had 
scarcely done justice to the grand outlines of 
Malm6 cathedral. Although simple in concep- 
tion, the effect of the recessed mouldings in 
brick receding one after another, was very fine. 
He believed that all the Swedish churches were 
originally intended to be vaulted. 

The President said it had been mentioned 
that one of the characteristics of Sweden was 
the number of its country churches. If the 
Swedish country churches had anything like 
the interest which attached to those of this 
country, Sweden must be well worth visiting. 

The vote of thanks was then put to the 
meeting, and carried by acclamation. 

Mr. Tavenor Perry, in replying, said that Mr. 
Carpenter’s theory in regard to Upsala would 
take too much time to answer at that meeting, 
but he proposed to deal with it in a note ap- 
nded to his paper. 

The President announced that the adjourned 
meeting, to continue the discussion on the new 
educational scheme and curriculum of the 
Architectural Association, would be held on 
Monday, the 6th proximo. 

The proceedings then terminated. 
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PROPOSED NEW SHIPYARD FOR THE TEES.—The 
project for establishing a new shipbuilding-yard 
on the Tees, started some time ago by a syndicate 
of gentlemen belonging to the Hartlepools, bese 
Me Middlesbrough, is, it is stated, now practical y 
matured, and the laying out of the works is to be 
proceeded with with as little delay as possible. 
The promoters have secured fifteen acres of land, 
with powers to extend, at the bend of the river 
near to the Haverton Hill Salt Works, and in close 
proximity to the site upon which natural gas was 
recently discovered. ‘The designs, which have 
been prepared by Mr. Sandiman, C.E., of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, include two dry docks, capable of re- 
ceiving vessels of the largest tonnage, and 
for the construction of six of the largest type of 


Steamers. The capital of the company is 100,000/. 
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CONGRESS OF FRENCH ARCHITECTS.* 


THE sitting of Tuesday June 16 was opened 
at half-past two, M. Journoud, of Lyons, Presi- 
dent of the Association Provinciale des Archi- 
tectes, taking the chair in the absence of M. 
Garnier, who was detained at the Conseil des 
Batiments Civils. M. Lucas made a communi- 
cation, partly report and partly a lecture, on 
the nineteenth Congress of the “ Association 
Francaise pour lAvancement des Sciences,” 
held at Limoges in 1890. He spoke first of the 
Association, its origin its annual meetings, 
its fusion with the ‘Association Scientifique 
de France,” its present organisaiion and 
resources ; secondly of the proceedings of the 
Limoges Congress of 1890; thirdly of its visits 
to the Ecole Nationale d’Art Décoratif, the

_ Guerin and M. Pouyat, and to the State 
ateliers of construction'and manufactures, Xe. ; 
and of the excursions to the Chateau of Bort, 
and various other places, including Brive, Les 
Byries, Périgueux, BrantOme, Angouléme, Xc. ; 
of the religious monuments of Limoges, the 
Cathedral and its restoration under M. Bailly, 
and the churches of St. Michel-des-Lions and 
Saint Pierre du Queroy ; concluding with some 
observations on the Société Régional of the 
architects of Limousin and Angoumois, its 
difficulties of organisation and its present 
position. The President, after thanking M. 
Lucas for his address, spoke of the necessity of 
the Congress of Architects visiting by turns 
the seats of the various provincial societies. 
M. Bailly gave some explanation of the draw- 
ings and photographs of the work for en- 
larging and completing the Cathedral of 
Limoges; and the meeting then adjourned to 
the anatomical lecture - hall where were 
arranged the materials for the lantern exhi- 
bition of the sketches prepared by M. Ch. 
‘Normand in Metapontis and the Morea, to 
illustrate his lecture on the results of explora- 
tions made by the Germans, the English, the 
French, and the Greeks at Corfu, Patras, 
Olympia, Corinth, Mycenz, Tiryns, Nauplia, 
Megalopolis, and various other places, finishing 
by showing a view and description of the 
Acropolis at Athens as now existing. The 
meeting separated at five, with cordial thanks 
to M, Normand. 

The third sitting of the Congress commenced 
at 9.45 on Thursday, June 18, at the Hemicycle 
des Beaux-Arts, M. Coquet, of Lyons, presiding. 
The proceedings commenced with a paper 
from M. Delaire on “L’Enseignement de 
YAdministration et de la Comptabilité des 
Architectes.” M. Delaire commented on the 
present state of things, and on the important 
position now held by “ Métreurs-Vérificateurs,” 
and the importance of the ‘Séries de Prix,” 
and on the awkward position created for the 
inexperienced architect by exceeding the 
estimates, and the responsibility under which he 
might lie for mistakes in this portion of his 
professional work, in the provinces even more 
than in Paris. At the present moment, he said, 
an architect of twenty-five years of age, who 
had passed his seven years’ course in the 
Kcole des Beaux-Arts and gained the grand 
prix and a diploma, if he were appointed 
official architect in a town of the second 
order, would have no experience or know- 
ledge to enable him to calculate the 
cost of a small house or to go through the 
accounts for the work; he would have been 
absorbed in the numerous studies of another 
kind which the course of the Ecole compelled 
him to enter into, and would have received 
during that course no kind of instruction in 
the conduct of business. In 1863, indeed, in- 
struction in account-keeping had been nominally 
made a part of the course of construction of 
the Ecole, but this regulation had remained a 
mere dead-letter, although such instruction was 
of use to all architects, those of the provinces 
and of Paris alike. 

It had been objected that the course of the 

cole was already too full; that the architect 
who went into accounts would be less an artist, 
= that account-keeping could not be taught 
~ _ except in a merely theoretic manner. 
fall. was the profession, in fact, that was too 

> yet, in former times such men as Du 
an, Bullant, Blondel, and Rondelet, had 
a oe only good artists, but good construc- 
nd good account-keepers.

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experience was needed in accounts, as well as 
in construction ; but let there be a theoretic 
course of teaching, at all events, which should 
include a knowledge of schedules of prices, 
estimates, verification, and all other matters 
connected with the business part of building. 

The Chairman, in thanking M. Delaire for 
his paper, observed that in the provinces archi- 
tects, not being divided up into classes of 
specialists, had to attend to all these matters 
themselves; and that he himself, in designing 
a great sanatorium for the Canary Isles, had 
gone into the whole business of specification, 
estimates, and accounts with his own hand. 

M. Gaston Hénard, after testifying to the im- 
portance of the subject, which the Société had 
referred to a special Committee whose report 
would no doubt be of interest, said that he 
believed the teaching of accounts as part of 
professional education was quite possible, at 
least in general principle; and proposed that 
the Congress, having heard the opinions of 
architects of the Departments, was of opinion 
that professorships in the ‘“ Comptabilité 
d’Architecture” should be established both in 
Paris and in the provinces. 

M. Roussi supported this view, reminding 
them what mistakes had been made by archi- 
tects eminent as artists but very bad men of 
business. He added that if the provinces did 
not see the utility of the measure, Paris 
demanded it. 

M. Martian, of Lille, said that in that town 
instruction was given in accounts as well as in 
architectural construction and design; and 
M. Journoud, of Lyons, said that he saw no 
inconvenience in the creation of a professorship 





of ‘“‘ comptabilité” in which theoretic instruc- 
rion was given, as there could always be 
practice carried on along with it. 

The Chairman put the following resolution on 
the part of M. Hénard :— 


**This Congress is of opinion that instruction in 
the administration and accounts of buildings should 
be introduced into the official programme of archi- 
tectural studies, first in the Ecole Nationale des 
Beaux-Arts, and subsequently in the local schools 
~ — which might be hereafter esta- 

ished.” 


Resolution carried unanimously. 

The Chairman called on M. Barbaud for his 
paper on the Chateau of Bressuire. A plan 
and bird’s-eye view of the chiteau were given 
to the audience, which enabled them to follow 
the lecture with the more interest. (The plan 
is reproduced here.) M. Barbaud traced the 
history of the chaiteau through all its periods, 
through its succession of occupants and succes- 
sion of wars in which it played a part, tracing 
its foundation, growth and transformation, from 
the eleventh to the sixteenth centuries, and 
down to our own time. The lecture was much 
applauded. 

M. Chas, Lucas then read a paper on the pre- 
servation of art treasures in their original locali- 
ties, defining the class of subjects treated of, the 
sense in which “‘lieux d’origine” was to be 
considered, and speaking of the means to be 
employed to practically carry out his sugges- 
tions. Among the kind of objects to be con- 
sidered were such as the bone engravings found 
in the pre-historic caverns of Périgord; the 
enamelled glass exhibited recently at the Champ 
de Mars; the boundary stones on the ancient 
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Armorican lands ; the ancient milestones of the 
Roman roads; the ancient ornamental works 
preserved in the treasuries of cathedrals, 
whether of stone, wood, metal, or glass; as 
well as more recent work which represented the 
artistic character of a certain locality, or had 
local connexions with the locality, and a degree 
M. Lucas concluded by 
moving the following resolution :— 


** That the prescriptions and the law of March 30, 
1887 on Monuments Historiques should be, as in 
some other countries, extended so as to include 
objects of art in general, and that art treasures 
should as far as possible be preserved in the loca- 
lities to which they originally belonged.” 


The resolution was adopted with applause, 
the Chairman remarking on the prominent 
part which the reader of the paper had taken 
for many years in assisting in the success of the 
annual congresses ; and the morning sitting was 
closed at half-past eleven. 

The morning of Friday the 19th was reserved 
for the general annual meeting of the ‘‘ Caisse 
de Défense Mutuelle des Architectes;” the 
meeting was held in the Hall of the Council of 
the Société Centrale at a quarter pastnine. In 
the absence of M. Garnier, the chair was occu- 
pied by M. Achille Hermant, Vice-President. 

The report of M. Lucas, the secretary of the 
Société, after referring to the loss they had 
recently sustained by the death of M. Fey- 
deau, gave the following particulars: The 
Association now numbers 221 titular members, 
133 in Paris and 88 in the departments, besides 
sixteen adherent societies ; in all 237 members. 
The amount in hand was 5,600 francs. The 
Managing Committee in 1890-91 expended 
2,500 francs in the assistance of architects 
engaged in lawsuits, one before the Court of 
Appeal, the other before the Conseil d’ftat, 
which brought to 8,200 francs the sum spent 
by the management during the last six years 
in assisting members engaged in legal pro- 
ceedings. Three actions brought with the 
concurrence of the Association in the past year 
had been successful. 

The Committee of Administration had ap- 
ointed M. Duvert Vice-president, in place of 

Feydeau; the other members of com- 
mittee retained office, and M. Daumet was 
appointed delegate to represent the Association 
at the Syndicate for the Protection of Literary 
and Artistic Property. The meeting terminated 
at a quarter to eleven. 

Saturday the 20th, the concluding day of the 
Congress, was a very well filled day. The 
opening meeting, at nine in the morning, at 
the rooms of the Société Centrale, was occupied 
by the sitting of Special Committees, the most 
important being that on architects’ charges, at 
which M. Roux, Joint Secretary of the 8.C., M. 
Naveau (of Paris) and M. Gouault (of Rouen) 
were occupied in drawing up a resolution to 

resent to the Congress. The sitting was trans- 
erred at a quarter past ten to the Hemicycle 
des Beaux-Arts, where M. Bissuel, of Lyons, pre- 
sided. The order of the day opened with the 
reading of reports of the proceedings of learned 
Societies. M. Lucas read his report on the two 
sections of History and Economic Science at 
the Congress of the Sorbonne. In the first he 
noticed the researches relative to ancient 
corporations, and announced the intended 
appearance of a memoir on the travels of 
Blondel, the architect of the Port Saint Denis. 
He also noticed the reports and discussions 
relating to the Institutions for promoting 
arbitration and conciliation between employers 
and workmen, to the question of the legitimate 
interference of the state in matters of public 
health, and to the part played by professional 
schools in primary education. 

M. Daumet, who had undertaken to treat of 
questions brought before the Section of Arche- 
ology of the Congress of Learned Societies, 
drew attention to the interesting subject of the 
numerous memoirs existing in regard to the 
architects of the Cathedrals of Rheims, Jube, 
Bourges, and one or two other cathedrals, as 
well as some of the chateaux of France, sub- 
jects which, he said, appertained as much to 
the fine arts as to archeology, and seemed to 
him to call for a fusion of the archzological 
section of the ‘‘ Congrés des Sociétés Savantes ” 
with the meetings of the Fine Art Societies of 
the Departments; and the resolution to this 
effect put by M. Daumet was unanimously 
adopted. 

M. Hardy had an interesting subject in the 
report of the proceedings of Fine Art Societies, 
from whose documents he gleaned some infor- 


mation of much value and interest in regard 
to the history of French Art. 

M. Roux then read a letter communicated by 
M. Sibollot, ‘“‘ Chef du Cabinet ” of the Minister 
of Public Works, to M. Garnier; a letter 
emanating from an engineer-in-Chief of Ponts 
et Chaussées, suggesting, in reference to the 
recent circular of M. Yves Guyot as to the 
conservation of ancient monuments, some 
measures which might be taken with this 
object: (1) Indemnity for objects found and 
preserved, in proportion to their archeological 
value; (2) designation of museums in each 
district where objects found might be re- 
ceived ; (3) classification, by the departmental 
committees of “‘ Baitiments Civils,” of objects 
found, according to their character. On the 
proposal of M. Lucas these suggestions thus 
formulated were approved, and the view of the 
Congress was to be formally communicated to 
the Government. 

M. Leclére, of Rheims, put it to a vote of the 
Congress, that the departmental Committees of 
Baitiments Civils ought to include a greater 
number of architects, who should be frequently 
re-elected and nominated on the proposition of 
the Architectural Societies of the neighbour- 
hood, and who should receive some indemnity 
for their time and services. The resolution was 
adopted. Another resolution put by M. Lucas 
and also adopted, was to the effect that it 
should be a duty of the Société Centrale and of 
the Committee caisse de Defense Mutuelle to 
follow carefully the approaching discussion in 
Parliament of proposed legislation in regard to 
artistic property. Lastly two resolutions were 
adopted in the name of the Committees of In- 
struction and of architects’ charges. The first, 
proposed by M. Billa, of Nice :— 


‘‘That the Congress of next year should study 
the question of the diploma for architects.” 


The second was proposed by M. Roux, secre 
tary of the Société Centrale :— 


“That the Société Centrale should, as soon aS 
possible, submit to all the French architectural 
societies the result of its studies on the question 
of architects’ charges.” 


After a short summary of the work of the 
Congress presented by M. Roux, the meeting 
broke up at a quarter before twelve. 

On the same day at one, in the Hémicycle 
des Beaux-Arts, took place the distribution 
of the “ Recompenses” decreed by the Société 
Centrale for the year 1890-91. M. Larroumet, 
Directeur des Beaux-Arts, presided at this 
meeting, at which there was a full attendance 
of members, as well as a good many well-known 
members of the artistic world of Paris. After 
eloquent speeches from M. Garnier and M. 
Larroumet, and a paper from M. Paul Sedille in 
the name of the jury charged to award the 
recompenses, the great point of the ceremony 
was reached in the award of the medal of 
Jurisprudence to the venerable President of the 
Société Centrale, M. Bailly. The presentation of 
this medal, which may be said to rank with the 
award of the military medal to a Maréchal of 
France, was received with great enthusiasm. 

A conscientious report by M. Loviot gave a 
statement of the claims of each of the 
Medallists to the honour bestowed on him. 

In the evening there was the usual banquet 
at the Hétel Continental, to which 140 persons 
sat down. Among the toasts proposed was the 
health of the President of the Republic, pro- 
posed by M. Garnier and responded to by 
M. Larroumet; and that of the “ Union Confra- 
ternelle” proposed by M. Joly. 

Some very interesting visits were made to 
various places of note, of which we shall add a 
short account next week.

FRENCH PROTESTANT (HUGUENOT) 
CHURCH OF LONDON. 


THESE buildings are being erected on a site 
at the north-west corner of Soho-square, in the 
place of those in St. Martin’s-le-Grand recently 
pulled down to make way for the General Post- 
office extensions. 

They consist on the ground-floor of a church 
to hold 400 persons with a principal entrance 
from Soho-square, and a room to hold the 
valuable Huguenot library belonging to the 
Church. At the rear of the Church are two 
vestries, and a mission-room in the basement. 
The frontage towards the Square, shown in the 
view, is occupied above the ground-floor by the 
pastor’s-house, the kitchen, and servants’ offices 
being in the roof. 

Owing to the nature of the site, hemmed in 
by houses, the church is nowhere displayed 
externally, and is lighted by a clearstory and 
top-lights in the groining of the aisles. 

The exterior is faced with blue Luton bricks 
and red terra-cotta dressings ; and the interior 
with buff terra-cotta throughout. 

The contractors are Messrs. Higgs & Hill, the 
terra-cotta being supplied by Messrs. Doulton; 
while the heating is in the hands of Mr. W. 
W. Phipson. 

The drawing from which this illustration is 
taken is now exhibited at the Royal Academy ; 
this remark applies to all the other buildings 
illustrated by us this week. 





NEW NAVE TO ST. EDMUND’S, BUNGAY, 


THE view shows south and west sides of the 
new nave built to replace the old Catholic 
church at Bungay,—to which the chancel 
(shown in view) was added 1888-9. 

A view of the interior of chancel was pub- 
lished in the Builder for July 27, 1889. 

It was a condition given that the organ-loft 
should be placed over the porch, without any 
window at the back, necessitating the rather 
unusual arrangement of a windowless west 
front. 

The three upper niches over the doorway will 
be filled with sculptured groups representing 
scenes in the life of St. Edmund, K.M. 

The niches at side of doorway are filled with 
statues of St. Gregory and St. Augustine, and 
the six-foil panel in gable above is filled with 
a seated figure of St. Edmund. 

All the windows are filled with stained glass 
by Messrs. Lavers & Westlake. 

The statues, stations, carving, and reredos to 
Lady altar have been executed by Messrs. D. 
Boulton, of Cheltenham. 

The traceried and panelled oak wainscotting, 
7 ft. high, extending round the church, 1s 
being carried out by Messrs. Daymond, of 
Vauxhall. 

The rest of the work has been carried out by 
local men,—by Messrs. Read for the general 
builder’s work; Mr. Foulger and Mr. Rowe for 
the woodwork; and Mr. Allen, of Beccles, for 
the mason’s work. 

The architect is Mr. Bernard Smith, of 
London. 





HOUSES, QUEEN’S GATE, KENSINGTON. 


Or these ten houses, designed in one block, 
one is now completed; the erection of the 
other, for which tenders have been obtained, is 
delayed for a time. The houses are of red 
brick and red stone. The interior of the one 
already erected is very elaborately finished.

Much of the work having been originally (in the 
early part of the XVIth. century, when the tower 
was completed) face-bedded and executed in a 
rather perishable local stone, it had suffered 
extremely from weather, the ashlar had become 
disintegrated and rotten, while the grotesques— 
many of which have a projection of about 2 ft. from 
the outer face of the tower—had been split and 
broken by the action of snow and frost. One, 
indeed, of the larger grotesques had fallen from the 
Tower last spring, and passing through the College 
roof, had lodged exactly upon the pillow of a— 
luckily absent—undergraduate. 

Some of the grotesques and foliage bosses I found 
to be decayed beyond recognition, and to be 
crumbling away. The worst of these have had to be 
cut out and new ornaments substituted in Milton 
stone, which, though a free carving stone, weathers 
extremely hard. But by far the greater number 
have been very glad to find capable of 
preservation by the use of Tabery’s Metallic 
Stone Cement, which is filled into all fissures 
and holes in the upper surface of the 
ornaments, and dressed into a small depressed 
weather gable to throw the water off right and left 
of the ornament. All fissures and open joints of 
the string-courses are being filled with the same 
substance, in every case carefully coloured to match 
the old stonework. The statues which occupy the 
niches of the pinnacles in the centre of each face of 
the parapet bave been examined with the rest of 
the work, and one of them, an extremely rough 
and clumsy figure of the Magdalen, occupying the 
south-easterp niche, facing the bridge, was found 
to be split from head to foot, all the roughly-carved 
drapery being sliced off thefront. This statue was 
standing loose in its niche, and was beyond repair. 
It was decided, therefore, to replace it by a new 
statue, and to make no attempt at copying the old 
one (the remains of which will be carefully pre- 
served in the College), but to commission a sculptor 
to design a new statue of the Magdalen, to be 
executed in a harder stone. The choice of the 
College fell upon Mr. Conrad Dressler, who after 
careful inspection of the tower and niche, and of 
the other old statues, and after consultation with 
the architect, prepared sketches in clay, to 
scale (one of which is_ illustrated) and 
finally modelled the statue full size, and 
sent down a cast, which was duly hoisted to 
the niche,—toned down to harmonise with the 
stonework,—and inspected the President and 
other members of the College, with Mr. Dressler and 
the architect. It was then seen that, with some 
slight alterations needed for the height at which 
the statue is to stand, it was well suited to its place 
as a piece of architectural sculpture ; and the final 
statue in Ancaster stone will shortly be placed in 
the niche. 

I am having careful detail photographs taken 
upon the scaffolding of the various ornaments and 
grotesques, which I shall be happy to place at your 
disposal for publication a little later on ; also photos 
of the tower, with and without scaffolding, and 
measurements of the tower. 

I think it is worthy of notice that Magdalen 
College has set a useful example to Oxford in ac- 
knowledging the nineteenth century, and employ- 
ing a young artist of recognised talent, in place of 
a firm of tradesmen,* to supply their sculptural 
requirements, and I may say for myself that it has 
given me the greatest pleasure to be able to co- 
operate with a brother artist in this matter, and to 
illustrate my belief in the necessity of brotherly 
co-operation between sculptor and architect.

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THE COMPETITION FOR PUBLIC BATHS 
AND WASHHOUSES IN HORNSEY-ROAD. 


THE provision of suitable baths and wash- 
houses for the extensive parish of St. Mary, 
Islington, was referred to by us at the time of 
the awards in the competition for the first 
block of baths, to be erected in the'Caledonian- 
road. The competition for the second block of 
baths and washhouses, to be erected in Hornsey- 
road, has just been completed, and out of seven- 
teen sets of designs sent in, by the award of the 
assessor, Mr. Charles Barry, the first and second 
premiums have been allotted to Mr. A. H. Tilt- 
man, who, it will be remembered, occupied the 
first place in the previous competition ; whilst 
the third premium has been awarded to Messrs. 
Spalding & Cross.

The site may be said to be |-shaped, with 
the narrow end abutting upon Hornsey-road, 
and the conditions for the guidance of com- 
peting architects stated that this frontage 
must, with the exception of a fitting approach 
to the baths, be utilised for shops. These shops 
were to be included in the design, but not in the 
estimated cost of the baths, which was limited 
to 23,0007. The whole of the site was not re- 
quired for the new buildings, and the question 
of approach to any apartments placed at the 
back was a problem which received an 
attempted solution, in which nearly all com- 
petitors differed. 

The points which received the attention of 
the assessor in making his awards are men- 
tioned in his report, and as they summarise the 
most essential requirements of the case they 
may be briefly stated as follows :—The plans to 
have easy and direct access to each of the three 
swimming-baths, and without access from the 
land at the back; easy and direct supervision 
by the resident manager; men’s first-class 
swimming-baths to have easy and short access 
from Hornsey-road, with good approaches and 
exits ; position of pay-boxes so that one may 
control all the baths ; easy access to all water- 
pipes; good lighting and natural ventilation; 
convenience of access and sufficiency of accom- 
modation in the public laundry department; 
the relative cost of the design. 

Mr. Tiltman has placed an arcaded entrance 
in the centre of the Hornsey-road, with the 
manager’s residence above, and three shops on 
each side. This entrance leads directly into a 
moderate-size quadrangle, with the entrances to 
the baths immediately opposite. The laundry 
buildings are placed in the north, whilst a space 
on the south is left for the erection in the 
future of Turkish baths or additional slipper- 
baths, as may be required. Between the two 
entrances mentioned is placed the one pay-box, 
and past this all must pass in making their 
way to the separate departments, except to the 
laundry, which must necessarily have a distinct 
entrance. The arrangement is certainly the 
most economical for administration. Behind 
the pay-box, and with its longer axis at right 
angles to Hornsey-road, the men’s first-class 
swimming-bath is placed, and this is sur- 
rounded by a corridor in connexion with the 
men’s and women’s entrance already referred 
to. The value of this corridor is at once appa- 
rent when it is understood that this, the largest 
bath, is to be used at times as a large meeting- 
hall, which must be provided with every means 
of rapid exit in case of any panic that might 
arise. These corridors are perfectly straight, and 
are provided with exit-doors on to the vacant 
ground, which may be used as required. 

The women’s first and second-class slipper- 
baths occupy the other side of the corridor, 
and the women’s swimming-bath is placed at 
the end of the corridor behind the large bath. 
A somewhat similar arrangement is adopted on 
the opposite side, but the men’s second-class 
swimming-bath has been placed at right-angles 
to the corridor, and round the corner of the site, 
so to speak. The position of the waiting- 
rooms to the different departments, so placed 
that they may at times be used as cloak-rooms, 
seems to be convenient. There is no doubt 
that this plan is a good one, and more nearly 
meets the requirements of the case than any 
other amongst those submitted. Mr. Tiltman 
has indicated a new road with blocks of houses 
at the back of the baths. This arrangement 
would be a good one, no doubt, and would give 
access from the back, which would be a great 
advantage. The elevations are suitable to the 
building, and are marked by a quiet and digni- 
fied treatment of Late Renaissance. One or 
two slight improvements can easily be made in 
execution. 

The second set of designs submitted by Mr. 
Tiltman differs materially in arrangement. 
The quadrangle has been omitted, and the 
men’s slipper-baths are transferred to the back, 
where they are placed in a somewhat involved 
position. This plan lacks the simplicity of 
that already mentioned, and they cannot, in 
our opinion, be compared. 

The plans to which the third premium has 
been given are by Messrs. Spalding & Cross, 
and show a central entrance with three shops 
on either side. The superintendents office is 
placed in the centre of the front, between the 
two entrances, with a pay-box behind, and two 
straight corridors on either side of the large 
swimming-bath placed on the north side behind 
the pay-box, give access to the women’s baths 
and the men’s slipper-baths, and the men’s

second-class swimming-bath. The laundry is 
placed at the back, with an entrance from the 
back. Theplan showssome want of simple group- 
ing in the arrangement of the apartments, and 
the entrance to the laundry from the back does 
not appear to bea good arrangement. The whole 
of the baths being served by one pay-box, has, 
no doubt, led to this set securing a premium. 

Only one other competitor appears to have 

lanned a courtyard, and that is Mr. H. T. 

here, who submits a design with many good 
points and elevations of some merit; but the 
multiplication of pay-boxes and the want of 
good direct access to the laundry, which is 
placed at the back, has prevented this design 
receiving further recognition. 

Want of space prevents detailed reference to 
the remaining designs, but there seems every 
reason for endorsing the award of the assessor 
in this competition.

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THE LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL. 


THE usual weekly meeting of this Council 
was held on Tuesday afternoon at Spring- 
gardens, the Chairman, Sir John Lubbock, pre- 
siding. 

Management of Parks and Open Spaces.—The 
General Purposes Committee presented the fol- 
lowing report relative to the proposed appoint- 
ment of a Superintendent of Parks and Open 
Spaces :— 

*€ In accordance with the resolution of the Council 
of May 12, we have reconsidered the question of the 
desirability of increasing from 500/. to 700/. a year 
the salary to be attached to the office of Superin- 
tendent of Parks and Open Spaces, an office which 
the Council, on June 10, 1890, .resolved to create. 
We thought it right to again consult the Parks and 
Open Spaces Committee on this subject, and we are 
informed that that Committee, after full considera- 
tion, cannot come to any other conclusion than that 
the views previously put forward by them are right, 
and in the interests of the Council should be adhered 
to. Having beard the Chairman and otber mem- 
bers of the Parks Committee, and again carefully 
considered the matter in the light of the discussion 
at the Council, we have resolved to submit once 
more to the Council the recommendation previously 

made. Our report, which was before the Council 





on May 12, states so fully the reasons for the re- 
commendation, that we have little to add to it. We 
will only mention that the Parks Committee are 
desirous of removing an impression conveyed to 
some minds that the Committee wish the new 
Superintendent to possess attainments more of a 
scientific than of a practical nature. They say that 
to direct efficiently the various superintendents and 
the large staff of gardeners and others (in all 480 
men) employed on the parks and open spaces, and 
to advise the Committee on technical points, it is 
necessary for the general superintendent to have a 
knowledge of horticulture, but they lay greater 
stress on the requirement that he should be a man 
of thorough business capacity and experience in the 
management of men. It is proposed, if the Council 
adopts the recommendation, to indicate this re- 
quirement clearly in the advertisement. Having 
regard to the duties that will devolve on the 
superintendent, to the number of parks, gardens, 
and open spaces scattered throughout London that 
he will have constantly to be inspecting, and to the 
large staff he will have to direct, we do not think 
7007. a year too large a salary to offer. It is 
scarcely necessary to add that unless among the 
candidates there is one who fully answers these 
requirements, no recommendation will be made in 
pursuance of this proposal. We accordingly again 
submit the recommendation— 

‘That the Council do offer 700/. a year as salary for 
the Superintendent of Parks and Open Spaces.’”’ 

Mr. Saunders moved the following amend- 
ment :— 

‘“‘ That, as the business of the Parks Department has 
been carried on in an able manner since the appoint- 
ment was first proposed, it is not now desirable to 
appoint a Superintendent, especially as artistic assist- 
ance can be obtained from experts when required.” 

He contended that the proposed appointment 
was entirely unnecessary, inasmuch as the work 
was very efficiently done by Mr. Sexby, of the 
Architect’s, and by Mr. Nairn, of the Clerk’s, 
department.— Colonel Rotton seconded the 
amendment, on the ground that to appoint one 
official to have sole control over the parks and 
open spaces would be to destroy the beautiful 
diversity which they at present presented.— 
On the other hand, several members of the 
Parks Committee spoke of the inconveniences 
which arose from the present dual manage- 
ment, and, with Mr. Dickinson, the Chairman 
of the Committee, maintained that the proposed 
appointment would result in great economy of 
management in regard to the effective employ- 
ment of the large staff of men engaged in the 
parks or on the open spaces.—The amendment 
was negatived, on a division, by 50 votes 
against, to 39 for.—Mr. Westacott moved, and 
Mr. Tims seconded, a further amendment fixing 
the salary of the proposed office at 500/. per 
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annum. This was lost, on a division, by 4] 
votes against, to 38 for.—On the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee being put from the chair, 
another division was challenged, and, curiously 
enough, there then voted: For the recom. 
mendation, 40; against, 41. The recom- 
mendation was, therefore, lost. 


Tenders,—The General Purposes Committee 
also presented a report on this subject, 
saying :— 

‘*We have again considered what would be the 
most practicable course to stop the practice which 
has been so prevalent, und which has been found 
very inconvenient, of withdrawing tenders after 
they have been laid before the Council. The sug. 
gestion made in our previous report—that persons 
tendering should be required to deposit with their 
tender a sum of money to be forfeited in case of the 
tender being withdrawn,—seemed to many members 
of the Council to be open to objection. We find it 
also doubtful whether such forfeiture could be 
legally enforced, and upon further consideration, 
therefore, we do not recommend its adoption. We 
think, however, that something ought to be done, 
and after considering various possible courses, we 
are of opinion that it would be well to follow the 
course adopted by many of the large municipal 
corporations,-—that is to say, that tenders shall be 
opened by Committees and not publicly by the 
Council. The only name and amount reported to 
the Council should be that of the tender recom- 
mended for acceptance, provided, however, that if 
a Committee recommended the acceptance of a 
tender other than the lowest, the Committee should 
explain the matter to the Council. As this practice 
works well in corporations such as those of Man- 
chester and Liverpool, we see no reason why it 


| should not work equally well in London. We there- 


fore recommend— 


‘ That Standing Orders Nos. 190 and 191 be repealed, 
and that in place thereof the following order be made— 

‘ All tenders shall be opened by the Committee con- 
cerned and initialled by the Chairman of the Committee, 
The Committee shall report to the Council the tender 
which it recommends for acceptance, but no other 
names and amounts shall be publicly reported to the 
Council. In the case, however, of a Committee recom- 
mending the acceptance of a tender which is not the 
lowest, the Committee shall specially report the same 
to the Council.’”’ 


Mr. Benn moved the following amendment :— 


‘‘That in the opinion of the Council it is not ex- 
pedient to diminish the publicity which now attends 
the opening of tenders by the Council, but that the 
General Purposes Committee be requested to consider 
the desirability of extending the operation of standing 
order No. 193 so as to provide that the Council will not 
accept the tender of any a who shall on any 
previous occasion have withdrawn a tender after the 
same has been opened by the Council or the Ccinmittee 
concerned.’ 


He said that the proposal made by the Com- 
mittee would Jead to worse evils than obtained 
under the present system, for it would puta 
premium upon divulging information. What 
the Corporations of Manchester and Liverpool 
might do with impunity, on account of their 
fifty years of experience, they in London might 
not do. The Zimes said the other day that the 
London County Council was incorruptible, but 
if the proposal of the Committee were adopted 
it would at once be said that they were corrupt 
jobbers because they opened tenders and 
decided upon contracts in secret.—Mr. Beach- 
croft seconded the amendment, and said that 
asthere was a great falling-off in the attend- 
ances of members at Committee meetings, it 
would be most inexpedient to entrust Com- 
mittees with such large powers.—Sir Thomas 
Farrer, Vice-chairman of the Council, defended 
the recommendation of the Committee, on the 
ground that the course proposed was necessary, 
and was the one adopted by Government 
departments.— Colonel Edis: supported the 
amendment, on the ground that it would 
be exceedingly undesirable to open tenders and 
accept them with closed doors. In saying that, 
he wished to express his dissent with the 
Council’s practice of throwing open tenders for 
worksto everybody. It was not productive of 
good results, and no business man of experience 
would adopt such a course. The best results 
were obtained by having a selected list of 
persons from whom tenders for various works 
might be invited, the lists, of course, tobe revised 
from time to time. In his experience of thirty 
years as an architect he had found that that was 
by far the best course to pursue.—Mr. Lawson, 
M.P., said that the list system had been tried 
by the London School Board, and had failed, 
as under it all their bad buildings wefe erected. 
—Mr. Roberts, who supported the amendment, 
said that Mr. Lawson was in error. The bad 
schools of the Board were the result of “ open 
tendering.” The Board had now reverted to 
the list system.—Mr. Brereton said that 
although he agreed with what Mr. Edis had 
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said as to “open” and “ limited” tendering, he 
felt bound to support the recommendation of 
the Committee, as it was, in his opinion, 
absolutely necessary to put a stop to the too 
frequent practice of people who had sub- 
mitted the lowest tender withdrawing it before 
it was sealed. He thought there was no fear 
of corruption or divulging information.—On 
a show of hands being taken, 31 were held up 
for the amendment and 24 against it, so that 
tke amendment was carried.—A division was 
not demanded. 

The Proposed New Theatre im Cockspur-street. 
—On the motion for the adoption of the Theatres 
and Music Halls Committee’s report on this 
subject (printed in last week’s Builder, p. 489), 
_-Mr. Leon moved an amendment to the effect 
that the Council should disagree with the 
recommendation that the drawings be approved, 
on the ground that the site was a most unsuit- 
able one. He said that on the face of it the 
recommendation was a very weakone. Pointing 
to a block plan of the site, of which the accom-

and the two narrow frontages, 64 ft. to Pall- 
Mall and 56 ft. to Cockspur-street, were too 
limited to allow of safe means of egress in the 
event of fire or other panic. — Mr. Roberts 
seconded the motion, remarking that if the 
whole block or island were taken it would be 
an ideal site for a theatre.—Co]. Rotton de- 
fended the recommendation of the Committee, 
on the ground that the Council should not 
stand in the way of legitimate enterprise.— 
Mr. Fardell, the Chairman of the Committee, 
also defended the recommendation on the 
ground that the structure would be fireproof,— 
On a show of hands being taken, there was a 
tie, 27 members voting for the amendment, and 
27 against. A division being demanded, there 
voted 32 for the amendment, and 33 against it. 
The amendment was therefore lost by 1 vote, 
but it being then seven o'clock, after which 
hour no opposed business can be taken, the 
original recommendation could not again be 
put, and so the matter stood adjourned at the 
rising of the Council.

*“PULCHRITUDO ET SALUBRITAS.” 


SiR,—Bournemouth’ has recently been made a 
borough, and has adopted the above as its motto. 
The boundary line has been drawn in such an 
arbitrary manner that on all sides the roads and 
houses spread far beyond it, and some of the most 
populous districts are left to shift for themselves, 
being consequently utterly void of a drainage 
system and other signs of civilisation. To say that 
these districts are not part of Bournemouth is equi- 
valent to saying that Charing-cross is not part of 
London, because it is outside the City proper. 
Broadly speaking, inside the boundary-line is 
— and sanitation—outside poverty and cess- 
pools. 

The town is still spreading like a prairie fire, but 
with almost Continental indifference to such trifles 
as drainage. The inhabitants of the outlying dis- 
tricts wish their neighbourhoods to be included in 
the borough, so as to share the advantages of 
sewerage, &c., but the Town Council are divided on 
the point, so nothing is done, and the builders con- 
tinue to construct cesspools by the hundred. So far 
from making them 50 yards from the building 
(vide article in the Builder for June 13), the building 
plots in most cases do not measure 50 yards in any 
direction. 

As the borough is so ill-defined that in one case 
the boundary-line passes transversely through a 
row of houses built en bloc, ard as the British 
Medical Association are about to visit Bournemouth, 
the Town Council had better see that the doctors 
are properly guided in their walks abroad, in case 
they unconsciously overstep the magic circle, and 
see what they ought not to see, 

Probably at the Medical Congress the death-rate 
will be trotted out ; but will the figures be corrected 
so as to include the cesspool area ? 

I have no wish to decry Bournemouth, quite the 
contrary, but I think it is a pity that such a beauti- 
ful place, with great natural advantages, should 
suffer sanitary neglect owing to the clashing of 
rival interests or any other cause. 

I suppose the moral of all this is that the public 
health is too important a matter to be entrusted to 
bodies of local individuals. HEALTH-SEEKER,

A copy of the form of appli- 
cation for membership has been sent to us, and 
from this form we learn that ‘‘to be eligible for 
membership, the candidate must have been em- 
ployed, as clerk of works only, during the two 
previous years, or for four consecutive years at 
some former period.” We must confess that, on 
the information already before us, we hardly see 
the need for a new institution of the kind. We 
should have thought that the ground was already 
amply covered by the two existing societies, the 
Clerks of Works Association, and the Provident 
Institution of Builders’ Foremen and Clerks of 
Works.

Sir,—I thank Mr. St. John Hope for his correc- 
tion, and apologise to Mr. Micklethwaite for my 
mistake. 

Practically speaking, ivy must have preserved old 
walls from decay, because there has been no other 
care taken of them, but it is impossible to ‘‘ give 
any examples when the growth of ivy.... has 
aided in preserving old ruins,” from the fact that 
no idea can be formed of what their state would be 
without it. What man neglects, nature cares for. 
The advisability of dressing up ruins to go to ruin 
again is an open question,—protection is necessary, 
and exposure of wrowght work that is buried is in- 
teresting, such as base courses, old floors, &c. When 
foundations are only traceable, could not some per- 
manent evidence of their existence be made, say, 
by planting yew hedges, or something of that kind ? 

Ruins, as a rule, have to a certain extent lost 
their architectural significance, in detail, and retain 
it principally in form; which is not altogether 
hidden by ivy. What is left to the imagina:ion is 
that which makes a ruin pleasing and picturesque : 
Kirkstall Abbey, as an example, has to a great ex- 
tent lost both characteristics.

VENTILATION AND WARMING.—XXV. 


PRACTICAL APPLICATION AND CALCULATIONS 
(concluded). 


S7\N planning the heating-apparatus for 

m4| such a building as that we have taken 
ewes} for our example, a point of consider- 
able importance to be determined is the 
frequency with which, during cold weather, the 
building is likely to be used. 

The importance of this point arises from 
the fact that when a building has become 
thoroughly cooled down to a low temperature, 
a large amount of heat is necessary to raise it 
again to a standard temperature sufficiently 
high for economical and agreeable occupation. 

It is, therefore, better when the building is 
used at tolerably frequent intervals to maintain 
the standard temperature instead of allowing it 
to fall, and if the building were used, say, three 
times a week, it would be cheaper in the con- 
sumption of fuel to adopt this course. As such 
a building as that we have in view could hardly 
be made to pay unless it were used at least 
three times a week, and would probably be so 
used, at any rate during the winter months, we 
will suppose that we are going to maintain the 
temperature, and we shall, therefore, in view of 
what has been said in Chapter XXIII. on the 
various descriptions of heating apparatus, find 
a low pressure hot-water apparatus most suit- 
able for our requirements. This, therefore, we 
will adopt with 4-in. pipes, and base our calcu- 
lations upon this assumption. 

In view of the large amount of ventilation 
which we are providing we shall find that the 
greatest tax upon our heating apparatus will be 
the warming of the fresh air supply. With 
this, therefore, we will commence. We have to 
warm a fresh air supply of 1,500,000 cubic feet 
per hour, and we will assume that our apparatus 
is to be sufficient to raise this quantity of air 
20 degs. Fahr., say, from 32 degs. to 52 degs. As 
in the process of heating, the volume is con- 
stantly being altered by expansion, it is more 
convenient to make our calculation for a given 
weight of air, which remains constant, rather 
than for a variable volume. Atmospheric air 
at 52 degs. Fahr. weighs ‘0776 lb. per cubic foot, 
and the weight of 1,500,000 cubic feet at that 
temperature is, therefore, 1,500,000 x ‘0776 = 
116,400 lb. The specific heat of air is 0:238 ; 
the number of heat units required to raise our 
quantity of air 1 deg. Fahr., is, therefore, 
116,400 x 0238 = 27,7032 and for 20 deg. 
27,703 2 x 20= 554,064 heat units. 

From the data given in Chapter XXL., we find 
that 1 ft. superficial of 4-in. cast-iron pipe at a 
mean temperature of 150 deg. Fahr. will give 
off to air at a temperature of 32 deg. Fahr., 233 
heat units an hour; we therefore require, in order 
to obtain 554,064 heat units an hour, 554,064 + 
233 = 2,378 ft. super. of external surface on our 
4-in. pipes. At 10in. run to the foot super. 
this will give us 1,982 ft. run, the length of 
4-in. pipe which we must provide to warm our 
1,500,000 cubic feet of air hourly. 

We will now investigate the cooling action of 
our walls, ceiling, and floor. Taking the length 
of our walls at 80+ 80+35+35=230 ft., and 
multiplying by their height, 22 ft., we have 
230 x 22 = 5,060. Deducting area of doors, 
152 ft., and of windows, 960 ft., we have 
5,060 — (152 + 960) = 5,060 — 1,112=3,948 ft. 
super. for the net area of the walls. From 
Chapter XXI., we see that for each degree Fahr. 
of difference of temperature, the loss of heat per

And for an assumed difference of 30 deg. we 
have ‘411 x 30 = 1233 heat units per foot 
super. hourly. Therefore, for our whole wall 
surface, we have 3,948 x 12°33 = 48,692 heat 
units. The loss by the windows, t~king it at 12 
heat units per foot super., is 960 x 12 = 11,520, 
and for the doors at 5 heat units per foot super., 
152 x 5 = 760. For the floor and ceiling, as 
they are of the same area, 80 x 35 = 2,800 feet 
super., we may take a total loss of 6 units per 
foot, that is 2,800 x 6 = 16,800. Our whole 
loss for the enclosure of the hall is, therefore, 
48,692 + 11,520 + 760 + 16,800 = 77,772 heat 
units. 

Against this we have to calculate the heat 
given off by the occupants, which is at the rate 
of 191 heat units hourly for each, that is 
191 x 400 = 76,400, so that the heat given off 
by the audience is about sufficient to compen-

sate for the heat absorbed by the structural 
enclosure of the hall. 

The heat evolved, when the gas is lighted, by 
its combustion will be about 450 heat units for 
each cubic foot, that is 450 x 300= 135,000 units 
hourly, so that we shall thus have an ample 
margin for a lower external temperature than 
we have assumed as the basis of our calcula- 
tion. 

We must not forget that our fresh air chamber 
below the floor of the hall will also absorb some 
of our heat ; this is to be calculated in the same 
way as for the hall itself, and amounts to about 
34,000 heat units hourly. For this we should 
allow 34,000 + 233=146 ft. super. or 122 ft. run 
of 4-in. pipe. 

The whole length of our pipe will, therefore, 
be 1,982 + 122=2,140 ft. These figures at once 
show us the importance of taking into con- 
sideration the matter of ventilation and its 
amount when making calculations for heating 
apparatus. In the ordinary way and without 
any special ventilation the usual rules adopted 
by hot-water fitters would give about 460 ft. as 
the length of 4-in. pipe for warming a hall of 
the cubical capacity of our example. This 
would, of course, be lamentably inadequate. 

In order to apply our heating apparatus to 
the economical warming of the hall and its 
contained air prior to occupation we should 
make arrangements for the fan to draw its air- 
supply when desired from the hall instead of 
from the external atmosphere. We could then 
rapidly draw the cold air from the hall, warm 
it by means of our apparatus, and keep it 
circulating through the hall at a temperature 
sufficient to raise that of the walls, &c., to a 
point which would prevent them from chilling 
the occupants to an uncomfortable degree. 

In the case of a hall used for a variety of 
purposes, such as we have supposed, the hot- 
water-pipes should be so arranged that a part 
only of the system may be heated when 
required. Thus when the amount of ventila- 
tion is below the maximum for which we have 
provided, and consequently less heating power 
is required, we should beable to work economi- 
cally by using part only of the system. 

The large extent of 4-in. pipe we have found 
to be necessary explains the reason why, when 
a considerable supply of fresh air is required, it 
is often advisable to use steam or high-pressure 
hot-water-pipes for warming the fresh air’; that 
is on account of the less space occupied by the 
smaller pipes of high temperature and quick 
circulation. In theparticular instance we have 
under consideration, with a fresh-air chamber 
below the floor of the hall, we have ample space 
at our disposal for the large amount of pipe 
required, and the adoption of the particular 
system proposed gives us the advantage of an 
equable distribution of heated surface of large 
extent and comparatively low temperature, 
which gives a more pleasant and health 
character to the air than the use of less surface 
and higher temperature. 

In making our calculations for the power of 
our ventilating apparatus it will be remembered 
that we took no account of the aid to ventila- 
tion afforded by the heat of the gas-lighting. 
In so doing we were acting rightly, for our hall 
may be used sometimes for a crowded meeting 
by daylight when the gas is not burning, and 
we = oe etm for such contingen- 
cles. If we cou ways depend upon the 
being alight when our hall is fully oocupled, ws 
may rely upon its assistance for our ventilation. 
We have found that the gas develops 135,000 
heat units hourly by the process of combustion, 
and this is sufficient to raise the temperature of 
our 1,500,000 cubic feet of air about 6 deg. 
Fahr., supposing it to enter at 52 deg. We have 
therefore a mean temperature of 4 (52 + 58)=55, 
and assuming the external atmosphere to be at 
30 deg. Fahr., by reference to Chapter VIII. we 
see that we can calculate the potential velocity 
due to the heat of the gas, thus

= say 10 feet per second. 
This is the potential velocity, that is, the 
velocity which might be obtained if there were 
no obstruction by friction of ducts, &c.; but, 
as we have already seen in the last chapter, 
there is a considerable deduction to be made 





from this for the resistance of the ducts, and 
also for that of the ceiling and outlet-shafts, 
which we might, if we pleased, calculate by 
the help of the data given in Chapter XII., and 
which would amount to about }. We have seen 
that we require a velocity in our outlet-shafts 
of over 7 ft. per second, and as we have for the 
actual velocity from the heated air about 5 ft. 
per second, this would be not quite sufficient to 
effect all the ventilation we desire, though it 
would enable the fan to be run at about half- 
speed. 

Thus ‘we have seen how calculations are 
made for determining the power required for 
ventilation, the effect of heated-air currents as 
an aid to ventilation, and for the extent of warm- 
ing apparatusrequired. Other problems, whether 
for more complicated or for simpler buildings, 
may be treated in a similar fashion, according 
to their particular circumstances, the only 
universal rule for all ventilation problems being 
that no one system, no one apparatus, no one 
method, is equally applicable to all cases, and 
that each must be treated on its own merits, 
with a full consideration of all the factors and 
conditions of each individual case.

GENERAL BUILDING NEWS. 


Trinity U.P. CHURCH, POLLOKSHIELDS.—The 
memorial-stone of the new Trinity U.P. Church, 
Glencairn Drive, Pollokshields, was laid on the 19th 
inst. by Mr. Robert Gourlay. The plan of the 
building is that of a nave with aisles on each 
side. The choir {is carried the full width of 
the nave, about 20 ft. deep, and finished as a half- 
hexagon. At the main entrance a portion of the 
area is given up to a vestibule, to the right and left 
of which are the staircases leading to the small 
gallery over the vestibule. There are no side 
galleries. The front gable is about 70 ft. high to 
the top of the cross which crowns the pierced and 
ornamental parapet. To right and left stand 
towers, nearly 90 ft. to the top of their carved stone 
terminals. The lower part of the gable is taken up 
by a double doorway forming the main entrance, 
the upper parts of which are detailed, and the arch 
formed into panels filled with figure-work embracing 
Old and New Testament subjects. On the south 
side the hexagonal choir is situated about 10 ft. 
lower than the roof of the nave, having three 
windows with traceried tops. At the south-west 
corner stands the building containing the session- 
house and vestry, with church officer’s house 
upstairs. The nave has arcades separating east 
and west aisles, carried on polished granite columns. 
The pulpit is placed on the east side of the chancel 
arch, the font to the west, with the organ filling up 
the end of the chancel. The fittings within the 
chancel arch will be wrought in oak, with foliated 
carvings, traceried panellings, with the exception 
of the pulpit and font, which will be built of red 
stone, green marble, alabaster, and Mexican onyx, 
ornamented with canopied work and foliated 
carvings. The choir windows will be filled by 
stained glass, the gift of the Rev. Mr. Jeffrey, in 


y | memory of his father. Mr. Rowan, of Glasgow, is 


the architect, and the edifice when completed will 
cost 8, 0002. 

WESLEYAN CHAPEL AND SCHOOL, NEWMILLER- 
DAM.—On the 16th inst. a new Wesleyan Chapel 
and school were opened at the village of Newmiller- 
dam, near Wakefield. The new buildings, which 
have cost about 1,500/., are in the Gothic style, and 
have been erected from the plans of Messrs. Thorn- 
ton, of Wakefield. 

MINERS Haut, UswortaH, DURHAM.—On the 
20th inst. the foundation-stone was laid of a new 
hall for the miners of Usworth Colliery. The 
building will be in the Italian style, and is to com- 
prise a hall, capable of seating 500; committee- 
rooms and lobby on the first floor; second fioor, 
reading-room, smoke-room, and _billiard-room. 
There will also be a checkweighers’ house. The 
estimated cost when completed is expected to be 
2,000. Messrs. Davison & Bendle, of South 
Shields, are the architects, and Mr. Maughan, of 
Lemington, is the contractor. 

WESLEYAN SCHOOLS, HARPURHEY.—On the 20th 
inst., four memorial stones of the new Wesleyan 
Schools, Harpurhey, Lancashire, were laid. ‘The 
building, which has been designed by Mr. J. 
Gibbons Sankey, architect, of Manchester, will be in 
the English Renaissance style,—the front being of 
brick and Ruabon terra-cotta. The large school- 
room will seat about 800 people, the lecture room 
300, the junior school 200, and the infant school 180. 
The total cost of the building will be 3,000. 

REBUILDING OF FALDINGWORTH CHURCH, NORTH 
LINCOLNSHIRE.—The parish Church of Falding- 
worth, North Lincolnshire, has just been re-opened, 
after being rebuilt,—all except the tower,—at 
a cost of 2,200/., the contractors being Messrs. 
H. 8S. and W. Close, of Lincoln, and the architect, 
Mr. C. Hodgson Fowler, F.S.A., of Durham. 

ADDITIONS TO THE HOME FOR THE AGED POOR, 
LIVERPOOL.— On the 18th inst. the north-west 
wing, just added to the home of the Little 
Sisters of the Poor, Belmont-road, Liverpool, was 

















opened. The new wing is of plain brick, and com- 
prises cellars underneath and three storys over- 
head. The rooms are reached from corridors run- 
uing the entire length of the building, which is get 
apart for the old women, the nuns only reserving: 
for themselves a small section at right angles with 
the main wing, and overlooking Belmont-road. At 
the other end, at the junction of the old and new 
wings, is situated the chapel, which projects back- 
wards, the rear thus forming three sides of a 
quadrangle. The basement contains reception. 
rooms, refectory, &c. On _ the first floor is the 
infirmary, from which a door leading from the 
dormitory into the gallery of the chapel enables 
the infirm inmates to hear mass without descending. 
A partition divides the gallery into two. The 
women have a sitting-room, lit by six high win- 
dows, at their disposal. An iron balcony runs the 
length of the back, where convalescents can take 
the air. The chapel, which can seat 300, is termi- 
nated by achancel arch ard semi-circular apse. The 
total‘cost of the structure is about 7,000/. The 
Liverpool Daily Post says that although the 
building was originally designed by Messrs. Goldie, 
Child, & Goldie, of London, the contractors. 
having been Messrs. Holme & Green, the Sisters, 
with the help of Mr. John Smith, clerk of works, 
have been practically their own builders. 

NEW PRISON, ABERDEEN. — The new prison 
which has been built at Craiginches, Aberdeen, 
to supersede the old jail in Lodge-walk, erected in 
1826, has just been completed. The site of the 
new edifice is an eminence on the south bank of the 
Dee, on the outskirts of the city. The prison walls 
are about 18 ft. bigh, and the enclosed space is 
about four acres in extent. The ground not built 
upon will be set apart for exercise-yards. There 
are two main blocks, one for each sex. The height 
of the block for males is upwards of 40 ft. to the 
eaves, and neurly 60 ft. to the apex, and its total 
length, including a chapel of Gothic design at the 
north end, is 135 ft. In the block there are 
three floors of cells on both sides. In the section 
there are about seventy cells. Hot-water pipes 
traverse vaults under the whole of the cell accom- 
modation in the prison. There are four shafts for 
the extraction of the foul air in the block for males, 
and two shafts in the block for females, In the 
women’s section there are twenty-three ordinary 
cells, a padded-cell, an association-room, an hospital, 
and lavatory accommodation, and the same details. 
have been observed as in the other parts of the jail. 
At the north end are the quarters of the matron 
and of the female warders. In addition to these 
two main blocks, there is a house for the governor, 
and buildings containing separate quarters for four 
warders and their families. In the chapel the 
windows are filled with cathedral glass, and the 
building is divided up the centre by a partition 7 ft. 
high, the men being accommodated on the east, 
and the women on the west side. The revf shows 
the rafters with dressed V-jointed disgonal linings 
between, which will be stained and varnished. The 
plans for the prison were prepared under the super- 
vision of her Majesty’s Commissioners for Prisons 
in Scotland, and under the direction of Colonel 
M‘Hardy, R.E. Messrs. D. Macandrew & Co., of 
Aberdeen, were the contractors, and the cost has 
been about 20,0002. 

WESLEYAN CHAPEL, WaTToN, HERTFORD.—On 
the 15th inst. the memorial stones of a ‘‘ Wesley 
Centenary” Chapel were laid at Watton. The 
architect of the chapel is Mr. F. Boreham, of 
London, and the builder is Mr. D. Neighbour, of 
Ware. The premises to be erected comprise the 
chapel and a small schoolroom in the rear. The 
chapel and schoolroom are to be of the same height, 
the intention being that they shall ultimately be- 
come one, and that a new schoolroom shall be built: 
in the rear. The building is designed on simple 
Gothic lines and externally will be faced with stock 
bricks, relieved with bands and arches of red 
bricks, the front doorway having stone shafts. The 
roof will be of slate. Internally there will be aa 
open-timbered roof, the ceiling will be boarded and 
varnished, and the seats are to be of stained deal, 
varnished. Warming will be effected by pedestal 
and other stoves, and ventilation by Boyle’s exhausts 
and fresh-air inlets. A1l the windows will be glazed 
with leaded cathedral glass. 

RE-OPENING OF THE GRAND HOTEL, BIRMING- 
HAM.—The Grand Hotel, Colmore-row, Birming- 
ham, was re-opened last week, after being remodelled 
from the plans of Messrs. Martin & Chamberlain, 
architects, at a cost of about 40,000/. The capacity 
of the building has been enlarged by the inclusion 
of half-a-dozen shops in Church-street. 

RENOVATION, &¢., OF PRIMITIVE METHODIST 
CuurcH, BELFAST.—On the 3ist ult, the Black- 
staff-road Primitive Methodist Church, Belfast, wae 
re-opened after renovation and enlargement. The 
building has been lengthened, and transepts have 
been erected upon the vacant space between it and 
the school building in Primitive-street. The recon: 
structions have been built with red perforat 
brick, with red sandstone dressings, in Early English 
Gothic, and the new as well as the old windows have 
been glazed with cathedral glass in lead quarries. The 
roof trusses are of pitch-pine, and the ceiling 15 
sheeted with white wood arranged in panels, W! 
pitch-pine mouldings. A pulpit of the _— 
type has also been erected, constructed of polis 
pitch-pine and mahogany, with wrought-iron scro 
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standards, and a memorial stone font stands at one 
side of the pulpit. The church and school-house 
are heated with Musgrave’s ‘‘small-bore” heating 
apparatus. The work has been carried out by Mr. 
James Kidd, of Belfast, from the plans and under 
the supervision of Mr. James T. Phillips, architect, 
Belfast. 

NonconNFORMIST CHURCH BuILpDING.—There is 
considerable activity just now in the building of 
Nonconformist churches. Baptist chapels are being 
built—one at Oswestry, to cost 2,600/.; one at 
Erith, of similar amount ; and one at Ponders’ End, 
to cost 2,000/. Wesleyan chapels are being built 
as follows :—One at Penmaenmawr, to cost: 2,000/. ; 
one at Willoughby, to cost 700/. ; one at Hartford, 
to cost 1,900/.; and one Mareham-le-Fen, to 
cost 1,5002. ; one at Wheatley, to cost 600/.; one 
at Whitwell, to cost 700/.; and one at Port 
Talbot, to cost 1,400/. For the Primitive Metho- 
distsJa chapel is being built at Blyton, to cost 700/.; 
one has just been completed at Stonegravels, 
Chesterfield, at a cost of 600/.; and another at 
Sheepbridge, near Chesterfield, at a cost of 5002. ; 
and other works are 1n contemplation in the neigh- 
bourhood of Chesterfield. Schools are also to be 
built at Tunbridge Wells, in connexion with the 
Baptist Tabernacle, and at Cinderford in connexion 
with the Wesleyan Chapel. The architect for the 
whole of the above is Mr. John Wills, Derby.

SANITARY AND ENGINEERING NEWS. 


REFUSE DESTRUCTOR, LEICESTER.—On the 8th 
inst., the members of the Leicester Corporation 
visited the newly-erected refuse destructor, which 
is situated in Upper Charnwood-street, Leicester, 
and which has now been in working order for 
several months. The destructor is intended to 
deal with the house refuse which finds its way to 
the dust-boxes, and is collected periodically by 
the Corporation dust-carts. The system is Man- 
loves, Fryer, & Alliott’s, and this firm supplied the 
furnaces in which the process of combustion takes 
place. The destructor contains six cells, and is 
capable, it is said, of dealing with over 200 tons of 
house refuse per week. It has been designed by 
the Borough Surveyor, Mr. E. G. Mawbey, C.E., 
who has combined with Messrs. Manlove’s furnace 
system one of Jones’s fume cremators. Ths tem- 
perature in the cells of the destructor is about 





1,100 deg. The fumes from the cells, before reach- | J 


ing the chimney-stack, have to pass through the 
cremator, the temperature of which is 1,500 deg. 
The chimney-shaft into which the fumes find their 
way is 160 ft. in height. A mortar-mill has also 
been erected which grinds and converts into mortar 
the products left in the cells after burning. The 
cost of the destructor has been about 7,000. 
Mi1D-KENT WATERWORKS.—These works have 
been constructed by a company called the Mid-Kent 
Water Company, Ltd., to supply water to some 
eleven parishes in Mid-Kent, which may be de- 
scribed as being situated in a triangle, with Maid- 
stone, Sevenoaks, and Chatham at the angles, and 
the River Medway passing through it from south to 
north, The Company is protected by Acts of 
Parliament passed in 1888 and 1890, the latter 
being an extension of area which was applied for at 
the request of the local Sanitary Authority, and 
added a population of about 50 per cent. to the original 
district. The population of both districts in 1881 
was 13,750, and for 1891 is estimated at not less 
than 16,500, being an increase of 20 per cent. in 
the decade. The cause of this large increase, 
which will no doubt continue, is the development 
of cement making along the Medway, causing in 
one parish an increase of 50 per cent. The 
supply of water for ordinary domestic and 
business purposes is calculated to yield a 
good interest _on the Company’s capital, but 
the Company is now treating with some of the 
cement-manufacturers and paper-makers for the 
supply of water in large quantities, which the Com- 
pany can do at a remunerative rate to themselves 
and show a great saving on the present supplies 
of those works. The chief reason for this is that 
works have wells in the chalk which deposit in

order to pump water out in the event of anything 
happening to permanent pumps. The engines, 
which are compound, with air-pump and surface- 
condenser, are in duplicate, as also the boilers 
and pumps; the latter are of the plunger type 
with 10-barrels, and work off a disc on the 
main shaft of engine, and can be worked with 
18, 24, 30, or 34 in. stroke. The disc pins of pump 
connecting rod-heads are extended, so that the two 
pumps can be linked together if required. The 
reservoir is situated at Upper Halling, at 240-00, 
so that the works on the banks of the Medway can 
be supplied with water at a pressure of over 90 lbs. 
per square inch. It holds nearly 200,000 gallons. 
When the works are more fully developed it is 
contemplated to place a reservoir in the south of 
the district, 64 miles from the pumping-station, 
the present being about 14 miles in the opposite 
direction. Some 10 miles of mains have been laid, 
and to complete the district some 12 miles more 
will be laid, and already about 250 houses are being 
supplied, besides supplies in bulk. Messrs. Calvert, 
Cornes, & Harris, of London, supplied the engines, 
boilers, pumps, and water-mains ; and Mr. Young, 
of Skegness, built the reservoir and pumping-station, 
and also laid the mains. 

SEWERAGE SCHEME, STAFFORD.—<According to 
the Birmingham Gazette, an important report on 
the proposed system of sewerage has been placed 
in the hands of the members of the Stafford Town 
Council by the Public Health Committee. Mr. 
Blackshaw, Borough Surveyor, has prepared a 
scheme, the capital cost of which is estimated at 
22,000/., and the annual cost at 2,440/., or some- 
thing like a rate of lld. in the pound. It is pro- 
posed to have precipitation-tanks at the present 
sanitary depdt at the Lammascotes, and to acquire 
forty acres of land, on to which the effluent would 
be pumped for filtration. 

SEWAGE PURIFICATION AT NUNEATON.—Major- 
General C. Phipps-Carey, R.E., of the Local 
Government Board, held a public inquiry at the 
Town Hall, Nuneaton, on the 3rd inst, as to the 
application of the Nuneaton Lccal Board for a loan 
to improve their sewage works and carry out the 
ferozone and polarite process of sewage treatment 
of the International Water and Sewage Purifica- 
tion Company, of 7, Victoria-street, Westminster. 
Heretofore the Nuneaton sewage has_ been 
treated by the lime and alumina process. Mr. 
S. Pickering, C.E., Engineer and _  Sur- 
veyor to the Nuneaton Board, explained the 
plans proposed to be adopted. Mr. Frank 
Candy, Managing Director of the International 
Company, gave information about the system of 
purification intended to be carried out. At the 
conclusion of the inquiry the Inspector announced 
that he should report favourably on the proposal of 
the Nuneaton Local Board to carry out the Inter- 
national Company’s system of sewage purification. 
Tenders have been accepted for construction of the 
works, which will cost much less than a sewage- 
farm. 

WATER SUPPLY OF MANSFIELD.—The present 
water undertaking at Mansfield, Nottinghamshire, 
was purchased some time ago by the Improvement 
Commissioners from acompany. It became neces- 
sary to provide a more adequate supply of water, 
and Mr. Hodson, C.E., was consulted, with the 
result that a new scheme is now proposed, at an 
estimated cost of 24,929/. 6s. 6d. The new source 
of supply is on ground belonging to Lord Savile at 
Rainworth, where an abundant quantity of excel- 
lent water, it is stated, has been found.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


BERLIN.—The National Monument Question 
which has for some time not been heard much of, 
is coming to the front again. The site decided on 
by the Emperor (7.¢., the extension of the so-called 
*¢ Schlossfreiheit ” in front of the Imperial Palace) 
has now become the property of the organisers of the 
great lottery opened for the purpose of purchasing 
it from the several owners it belonged to last year. 
There seems to be some difference of opinion as to 
when the property is to be handed over to the 
keeping of the municipal authorities.——A com- 
petition has been opened to sculptors for a model 
of the equestrian statue of Emperor William I., to 
be placed in a prominent position on the otherwise 
mainly architectural monument to the deceased, 
which is to be built on the *“‘ Kyffhiuser ” (architect 
Herr Bruno Schmitz). Four prizes are to be 
awarded ; a jury of fifteen members will decide on 
the award.——The Prussian Royal Academy of 
Arts intends giving away the ‘‘ Rohrsche ” student- 
ship to architects this year. The studentship (250/.) 
will be given for the best design for a large concert 
hall for Berlin, subject to certain conditions. 
Whilst the International Art Exhibition is but in 
its second month, the ‘‘ Verein Berliner Kuenstler ” 
are already busy with the preliminary arrange- 
ments for their next year’s annual Art Exhibition 
which they intend holding in the same building. 
——During May, 185,000 ordinary entrance tickets 
were issued at the gates of the International Art 
Exhibition, and some 8,000 season tickets sold, 
The Exhibition is open from ninea.m. till nine p.m. 








on week-days and Sundays. The ordinary admit- 
tance costs sixpence ; on Mondays there are double

prices. Season-tickets, permitting entrance on al) 
days, cost six shillings. After dark and on dull 
days the Exhibition is lighted by electricity, well 
distributed ; arc lights being used. The catalogues 
have not yet shown any marked improvement, and 
are strongly complained of in the local press. 
The Government are taking energetic steps to 
ensure a good representation of Germany’s industry 
at the coming Chicago show. Programmes, inquiry- 
sheets, and schedules are being issued in the various 
commercial centres.——Another of the several 
proposed theatres is now to be taken in hand, the 
authorities having accepted the plans. This new 
theatre, which will go by the name of the * Eden 
Theatre,” will be situated ‘‘ Unter den Linden.” 
The design, which is by the theatre specialists, 
Messrs. Fellner and Hellmer, of Vienna, will be 
carried out under the superintendence of the Berlin 
architects, Messrs. Cremer & Wolffenstein.—— 
Owing to some disquieting rumours regarding the 
safety of bridges on the German Government 
railway lines, which were being circulated in the: 
local press in connexion with descriptions of the 
late bridge accident near Bale, the Government has 
thought 1t advisable to give some information on 
the matter in the Imperial Gazette, pointing out 
that their system of inspection was so perfect that. 
the public could well banish all fears.——A new 
scheme for an electric underground railway through 
the city has just been proposed, the preliminary 
drawings, by engineer Immeckelenberg, having 
been laid before the municipality for consideration. 
——The German Minister of Public Works, Herr 
von Maybach, has resigned owing to ill-health. The 
Emperor has expressed his great regret at the loss 
of so valued a servant. The successor to the post. 
is Herr von Thielen, who has for some time held a. 
high position in the administration. / 

DENMARK.—A new college has been added to the 
public buildings of Copenhagen. It is a three- 
storied structure, containing twenty-two class- 
rooms, and accommodation for some 600 scholars.. 
The materials used are red bricks, sand-stone, and 
iron, the stairs being laid with yellow and black. 
patterned tiles. There is a large glass-covered. 
playground, with mosaic floor, and an open one 
having an area of 10,000 square ft. The architect is 
Herr F. L. Levy. ——The architect of the so-called 
Marble Cathedral in Copenhagen, Professor Meldahl, 
upon which work has now been in progress, with 
several interruptions, from want of funds, for many 
years, states that he now expects the edifice will be 
finished in two to three years.——An interesting 
archeological work has just appeared in Copen- 
hagen by a well-known architect and archeologist, 
Herr J. B. Liffler, upon the tombstones, tablets, 
and memorials, in the ancient church of Ringsted, 
where several Danish Kings:and Queens, statesmen, 
noblemen, prelates, &c., of the Middle Age are 
buried. Jt is accompanied by tifteen plates, and is- 
of great value to the student of Danish archeology. 
Professor Léffler has previously issued similar 
works upon the memorials in two other ancient 
churches in Denmark. 

SWEDEN.—The authorities of the City of Stock- 
holm have contracted with Messrs. Siemens & 
Halske, the well-known Berlin electricians, for the 
erection of the great new central electric station in 
the Swedish capital —— An exhibition is now 
taking place in Stockholm of the numerous heating. 
and ventilating apparatus invented by Herr E. A. 
Wimaus, engineer. Houses in Sweden leave a great 
deal to be desired in these points. ——Two valuable 
quarries of black granite at Gyllsboda have been. 
sold to a German firm, considerable exports of 
stone already taking place.——Arrangements are:, 
being made by the Swedish-Norwegian consul in 
Sydney, Herr C. A. Falstedt, for the establishment 
of a sample office of Scandinavian manufactures In. 
that town, with a view to introduce them in the 
Australian markets. ——The town council of Gefle: 
has voted a sum of 38,000/. towards the construc- 
tion of a new harbour, &c., in this city. Apropos. 
of the drying of new houses by fire, the Stockholm. 
Building Board has issued some stringent regula- 
tions. The work must only be effected by com- 
petent persons, with hose and water in readiness. 
Detached stoves for drying must only be used on. 
the condition that the stove is fitted with iron sup- 
porters and rests on a solid brick foundation, and. 
stands in a box of sheet iron with sides at least 
30 centimétres in height, surrounding the stove at 
a distance of at least 0°5 centimetres; and that no. 
such work must be undertaken before due notice is 
given to the police. 

Norway.-—A movement is on foot among Nor- 
wegian painters, sculptors, &c., for raising funds. 
towards the establishment in Christiania of an exhi- 
bition gallery of their own. All leading Norwegian. 
and Swedish artists have presented works to be sold 
towards the realisation of the scheme, now exhi- 
bited in the capital.——The building of a new 
customs house in Christiania will shortly be com- 
menced, the plans accepted being those of Herr 
Schirmer, official inspector of buildings, and a promi- 
nent Norwegian architect, ——The work of restoring 
the venerable Throndhjem Cathedral has so far 
progressed that the eastern chancel has been taken 
into use for religious service, after some 700 years. 
of discontinuation. The pulpit, seats, &c., are of 
oak, in Medizeval style. The leading press organs 
urge upon the public to treat the edifice with care, 
the sandstone and marble used being easily 
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damaged and stained. One local journal advo- 
cates the building of a city church for worship, so 
that the ancient edifice may be preserved solely as 
@ national architectural memoria ee 

HELIGOLAND.—A fountain is to be erected on the 
cliff to commemorate the day on which the island 
came into German hands. err von Nechtritz, of 
Berlin, has executed the model for the fountain. 
The central feature of the work is the figure of a 
girl resting on some rocks, three children playing 
at her feet ; the whole standing on a high cylindri- 
cal pedestal, which is ornamented with a medallion 
with a relief portrait of the Emperor. 

‘WARSAW. —Thirty-one designs have been sent in 
for the ‘‘international” competition for designs for 
the proposed terminus station to the Vienne- 
Warsaw Railroad. The jury elected to decide on 
the competition consists of two directors of the 
railway company, three engineers, and four arcbi- 
tects, The result will be made known in July.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


{LECTION OF A NEw ROYAL ACADEMICIAN.—At 
a general assembly of Academicians, held on the 
22rd inst., at the Royal Academy, Mr. Frank 
Dicksee, painter, was elected an Academician. 

IMPROVEMENTS AT NEW MALDEN.—Mr. Thomas 
Codrington, M. Inst. C.E., an Inspector of the 
Local Government Board, on the 12th inst. held an 
inquiry at the New Malden Local Board Offices on 
the subject of the Local Board’s application for 
paseene to borrow 2,000/. for about six miles of 

erbing to the footpaths. Mr. T. V. Herbert 
Davison, M. Inst. C.E., the Engineer and Surveyor, 
explained the plans and specifications. 

ECHANICAL STRESS ON STEEL.—The result of 
investigations made by Mr. Carus Wilson on the 
effect of mechanical stress on steel, recently pub- 
lished, shows that, in the case of uniform longitu- 
dinal strain on a steel bar, there is a strain of the 
molecules, also of the elements, and a production 
of flow by a strain of the elements. The elongation 
due to flow is, he says, the strain usually observed, 
and this may be either recoverable or otherwise ; 
again, the strain of an element is made up of a 
uniform dilatation and a uniform shear about an 
axis parallel to that of the bar, and, therefore, the 
flew elongation consists of an increase of volume, 
together with a certain amount of sliding. The 
general conclusions arrived at by the author of 
these experiments are as follows :—Mechanical 
strain produces an atomic disturbance in a bar, and 
this disturbance increases regularly with the stress ; 
for small stresses the disturbance is only partly 
ee but as the yield point is approached it 

ecomes wholly permanent; finally, the magnetic 
properties of a loaded bar are in general different 
from those of the same bar unloaded; but, not- 
withstanding this general fact, there is a certain 
stress, or range of stresses, over which the bar is 
found to have the same magnetic properties, 
whether it be loaded or not.—Jron. 

PUBLIC FounTAIN, ALNWICK.—On the 8th inst. 
a new fountain, presented by Alderman Adam 
Robertson to the town of Alnwick, was opened by 
Lord Percy. The style of the fountain is a phase of 
Italian Renaissance. The base consists of a horse- 
trough in front and drinking-fountains at the sides, 
having above a canopied jet. The lower base is 
square, with the horse-trough projecting from the 
front. A granite panel, containing an inscription, 
occupies the front of the upper portion of the base. 
The eight granite columns which encircle the jet 
carry an arcade with carved keystones and spandrels, 
the frieze over the arcade having alternate flutings 
and rosettes. The cornice contains two enriched 
members, and the dome which crowns the edifice 
is panelled on every face. The height of the struc- 
ture is 25 ft. The freestone employed is from 
Denwick quarries, and the granite is red Peterhead. 
The fountain has been erected from the designs 
and under the superintendence of Mr. George 
Reavell, jun., architect, of Alnwick, by Messrs. 
Green & Douglas, of Amble. The arrangement of 
the water supplies has been planned by Mr. Geoffrey 
Wilson, Town Surveyor, and executed by Messrs. 
T. H. Hindmarsh & Son. 

SCREEN, STAVERTON CHURCH, DEVONSHIRE.— 
The re-dedication of the restored screen of Staver- 
ton parish church took place on the 9th inst. 
Rather more than two years ago the screen was 
taken down bit by bit and numbered, and the work 
of renovation and reconstruction has been going on 
ever since. The screen now stands much on the 
same lines that it did originally. The fabric 
stretches across the two aisles and the nave,—a 
space of rather over 50 ft.,—and where, in its 
lower parts, it cuts into the octagonal columns of 
the arcades, the stonework is cased up with oak 
framed and traceried panelling. The oak cill is 
new, and is moulded with projecting bases, upon 
which rest the company of eighteen upright posts 
that separate the seventeen bays that go to make 
up the length of the screen. Three of these bays 
form carved doors. From the cill to the transom, 
—a height of 3 ft. 6 in.,—is carved tracery work, 
and over this the moulded and carved uprights are 
carried up to take and carry the groined work, each 
divided by three mullions, and crowned in its arched 
head by one . The _— overhangs 
ox both the eastern and western faces the screen, 





giving a width of 6ft.9in. This forms the floor 
of the gallery, and runs across the church. Above 
the groining are five bands of carving, occupying the 
— of the gallery. Above this, and rising some 
15 ft. or more from the body of the church, are the 
lery fronts. The front facing next is divided 
into a series of canopied niches,—nine in all,—that 
occur at regular intervals the whole length of the 
screen, the one over the central doorway being a 
triple one. They are divided from each other by 
moulded buttresses terminating in double pinnacles. 
Above is a cornice, all being surmounted by an 
ornamental cresting. The architect was Mr. F. 
Bligh Bond, of Bristol, and the work has been 
carried out by Mr. Harry Hems, of Exeter. 


HANLEY.—A new park is to be laid out for the 
Corporation of Hanley. Mr. T. H. Mawson, of 
Windermere, has been commissioned to superintend 
the work. 


TELEPHONIC COMMUNICATION BETWEEN SWEDEN

OLD WATER-PIPES, EDINBURGH.—The workmen 
engaged in excavating at George-street, Edinburgh, 
in order to lay new gas-pipes, have removed some 
pieces of the old wooden water-pipes. They 
measure altogether about 7 ft. in length, and are 
otherwise of the same dimensions and form as a 
piece removed a few days previously at the extreme 
west end of the street. hey were lying just at the 
junction of South Castle-s'reet with George-street, 
and are in good condition considering their age. 
With them was unearthed a couple of the iron 
rings with which, as before described, the pieces 
were heldtogether. Theseringsareon one side sharp, 
and the joining, it seems, was effected by driving 
the sharp edge of the ring into the thick end of one 
piece of the pipe, while it encircled the narrow end 
or neck of the other or inserted piece. So far as 
the workmen have gone, they have ascertained that 
about 60 ft. of wooden pipe still remain embedded. 
The pieces which have ,been cut away were those 
interfering with the proper laying of the gas-pipes.

EXTENSION OF THE MERSEY RaILway TO Rock 
FERRY.—On the 15th iost. the extension of the 
Mersey Railway to Rock Ferry, Cheshire, was 
opened for public traffic. After leaving Green-lane 
Station, the Mersey Railway rises by a steep 
gradient to the level of the Chester and Birkenhead 
line of the London and North-Western and Great 
Western Joint Railways at the Union - street 
Jonction, on the Freehold, Lower Tranmere. 
From this point up to Rock Ferry the original 
railway embankment of the Birkenhead and Chester 
line has been widened by means of heavy retaining 
walls; and the masonry bridges over Union-street 
and St. Paul’s-road have been removed and re- 
placed with wrought-iron girder bridges of sufficient 
width to receive the additional line of rails, while at 
the same time the streets under the bridges have 
been widened. The existing junction at Union- 
street has been taken out, and the Mersey Railway 
extended, on the widened embankment alongside 
of the joint railway, to Rock Ferry, where a new 
junction and station have been formed. At the 
new station there is a long platform on each side of 
the main line, and also a dock with two platforms 
for the arrival and departure of the Mersey 
Railway Company’s trains. The platforms are 
paved with granolithic flags, and for the greater 
part of their length are covered by roofing, 
consisting of wrought-iron columns and prin- 
cipals, with zinc and glass covering, and are 
provided with waiting-room accommodation, in- 
spectors and porters’ rooms, &c. Communication 
between the plaftorms is effected by means of a 
covered footbridge, carried by wrought-iron braced 
girders on cast-iron columns. The booking hall, 
with ticket office, parcel and left luggage office, Xc., 
is on the level of Bedford-road, and through this 
building is the main entrance to and exit from the 
station, covered staircases leading to each of the 
various platforms. The whole of the buildings are 
faced with red Ruabon brick, the stonework being 
of red sandstone from Helsby. The interior of the 
booking hall, staircases, &c., is lined with enamelled 





bricks, the upper portion in light cream, and the 











lower portion forming a dado in brown. The open 
roof over the booking hall and all the joiners’ work 
in it are of varnished pitch-pine. Mr. R. E. John- 
son, of the London and North-Western and Great 
Western Joint Railways, was the designing engineer 
for the work, and Mr. W. Alexander the resident en- 
gineer. The contractors for the retaining walls and 
bridges were Messrs. Wilson & Sons, of Marsden, 
near Huddersfield. Messrs. T. & W. Meadows, of 
Heaton Norris, Stockport, are the contractors for 
the new station, which will bring the Mersey Rail- 
way into direct communication with the Birkenhead 
Joint Companies’ lines. 


BoYLe’s SYSTEM OF VENTILATION IN SovurTH 
Arrica.—Mr. Robert Boyle, of Messrs. Robert 
Boyle & Son, Limited, Ventilating Engineers, 
London and Glasgow, has just returned from a tour 
through South Africa, made with the object ofstirring 
up an interest in sanitary matters, and with the 
view of introducing the Company’s sanitary appli- 
ances. As the result of his efforts we learn 
several of the leading merchants who have been 
appointed agents in South Africa have purchased 
stocks of the air-pump ventilator and other appli- 
ances manufactured by Messrs. Boyle, to the tl 
of, in Africa, over 4,000/., also guaranteeing to sell 
not less than double that amount each year for five 
years. On his outward journey Mr. Boyle visited 
Lisbon, where important ventilating contracts on 
the Boyle system are pending for military barracks 
and other government buildings. At Cape Town 
the air-pump ventilators are used at the Houses of 
Parliament, the Castle, Town-hall, New Somerset 
Hospital, and old and new harracks. They have 
also been adopted for the new theatre, new military 
prison, and several churches, schools, and other 
buildings. Plans have been submitted for the 
ventilation of the new system of drainage which it 
is proposed to introduce at Cape Town. At 
Kimberley the Boyle system of ventilation has 
been applied to, amongst other buildings, the High 
Court House, new government buildings, new 
stock exchange, Kimberley Club, and the Diamond 
Fields Club. The new stock exchange, theatre, 
pavilion, and club-house, Johannesburg, are venti- 
lated with the Boyle system, which is adopted for 
the new club, hospital, and court-house, Pretoria. 
Plans have also been submitted for the ventilation 
of the new Houses of Parliament in that town. 
The system is also going to be applied at Pieter- 
maritzburg to the new town-hall, municipal build- 
ings, and new railway-station, the House of 
Parliament and the barracks being already fitted 
with it. At Durban the town-hall and municipal 
buildings, and the Masonic-hall, are ventilated with 
the air-pump ventilators, they being likewise 
adopted for the new railway-station, the hospital, 
and other buildings. The Boyle system of venti- 
lation is in use at St. Andrew’s College and the 
asylum, Grahamstown, and is adopted for the 
ventilation of the cathedral. It is also specified for 
the new theatre and opera-house, the hospital, and 
new schools, Port Elizabeth, and plans have been 
submitted for* the ventilation of the Town-hall, 
municipal buildings, and the drainage system.

LEGAL. 
ARCHITEC’’S CLAIM FOR COMMISSION 


CUTLER UV. NORTH. 


THIS remarkable case was tried in the Queen’s 
Bench Divisien before Lord Chief Justice Coleridge 
and a special jury. The hearing commenced on 
Friday, the 19th inst., was continued on Monday 
last, and concluded on Tuesday. The plaintiff was 
Mr. Thomas William Cutler, F.R.I.B.A., and the 
defendant was Colonel North, the so-called ‘‘ Nitrate 
King.” It arose out of the duilding, or rather the 
enlargement, of Colonel North’s house at Avery 
Hill, Eltham. The plaintiff claimed to recover the 
sum of 2,718/., the balance of his account for 
5,468/., the defence being in substance that the 
expenditure had been grossly under-estimated by 
the plaintiff, which the latter denied. Theaccount 
was as follows :— 


“ October, 1888, to October, 1890, preparing sketch 
plans and designs for additions and alterations to 
Avery-hill, Eltham, Kent. Obtaining schedule and 
prices for works from builders, acceptin their esti- 
mates, January, 1889. Preparing contract drawings and 
specifications for mansion, picture gallery, winter 
garden, conservatory, orchard house, vinery, gree | 
&c., lodges, &c. Special designs and full-size deta 
drawings for decorative work, &c. (over 1,000 drawings 
making contracts, superintending works, &c. To 
amount of measured work ascertained by Mr. Hard- 
castle, the surveyor, 79,255/.; lodges, 1,997/.; boundary 
walls, 872/.—82,126/.; deduct decorative work included 
in above, 10,000/.—72,126/.; other contracts, 27,2701.— 
99,396/.; commission as per agreement on that amount 
for building, 2,485/.; on 35,451/. for decorations, 2,6580.; 
extra expenses, 200/.—5,343/.” 


According to the case for the plaintiff, he was 
to have 23 per cent. on the cost of building and 74 
per cent. on the decorative part, and a memo- 
randum to that effect had been signed by the two 
parties, as will be seen. The defence (originally 
delivered in December last) was that the total cost 
was to be 65,000/., but that the plaintiff so n li- 
gently and unskilfully made the plans, &e., that 
the cost largely exceeded that sum, and amounted 
to above 100,000. [It was also pleaded that on 
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March 19 the plaintiff ceased to be the architect, 
and that at that time work to the amount of only 
54,3002, had been executed, and that commission 
was only due on that; but this defence depended 
upon the main defence set up. | 

The defendant being called upon to give parti- 
culars of his defence, gave these, —that the plaintiff 
was instructed to prepare plans, &c., of works 
which were not to exceed in cost the sum of 
65,000/., or thereabouts, and that the cost had 
amounted to 100,000/. and upwards. Furtier par- 
ticulars being required, he gave these :— 

‘‘The agreement was verbal and made at Eltham. 
Before the defendant’s departure for Chiliin February, 
1889, the plaintiff verbally stated that the sum of 40,0000. 
would cover the cost, and upon the faith of that state- 
ment the original order was given by defendant. On his 
return from Chili in July, 1889, he, being dissatisfied 
with the amount already expended, ain had an inter- 
view with the defendant, who stated that 65,000/. should 
and would cover the cost of the works, and on the faith 
thereof he permitted the execution of the works to 
proceed.” 


Upon these materials the case came on for trial. 

Mr. M’Call, Q.C., and Mr. Radcliffe appeared for 
the plaintiff; and Mr. Reid, Q.C., Mr. English 
Harrison, and Mr. Spencer for the defendant. 

The plaintiff had been employed as architect at 
the Italian Exhibition, and had there become 
acquainted with the defendant, who, in September, 
1888, informed him of his intention to enlarge his 
house, and desired him to set to work on the matter 
at once to prepare plans, &c., and two or three 
sketch plans were prepared. According to the case 
for the plaintiff no limit was put as to expense 
on these mere sketch plans, though at first he 
might have told the defendant that the works at 
that time contemplated might cost about 40,000/. 
Full plans, however, were afterwards with schedules 
of prices, &c., prepared, and in the early part of 
February a contract was signed by which it was 
agreed that the plaintiff's remuneration should be at 
the rate of 74 per cent. on the amount spent on 
decorative work, and 5 per cent. on the structural ; 
balf of the latter amount to be handed over toa 
Mr. John Oliver Cooke, who was to be assistant 
architect in the work. The plaintiff gave evidence 
to the effect that he all along pointed out to the 
defendant how unsatisfactory it would be to enter 
on a work of this magnitude without the neces- 
sary contracts, specifications, quantities, drawings, 
&c., being prepared, but the detendant insisted that 
operations should be commenced immediately before 
his departure for Chili, which would be in February. 
The plaintiff denied, however, that at that time, 
when only sketch plans were prepared, he had given 
any definite estimate. The work was accordingly 
begun, and in that month the defendant left Eng- 
land, and did not return till the end of the following 
July, when operations were in full progress, proper 
plans having, in the meantime, been prepared. The 
plaintiff then prepared contracts himself, which he 
did to the extent of some 85,000/. According to 
agreement, the work when done was to be measured 
and valued, under the contract with Mr. Chappell, 
the builder, on behalf of both parties, by Mr. F. H. A. 
Hardcastle. The puilder accepted the result, and it 
was on the basis of this measurement that the plaintiff 
now claimed commission, There was considerable 
disagreement between the plaintiff and defendant as 
to the expense incurred, and in the result came this 
action and defence. The defendant’s account of 
the matter now was that the plaintiff undertook 
definitely that the proposed alterations should not 
cost more than 30,000/. ; that in February this esti- 
mate was increased to 40,000/., and that he posi- 
tively told the plaintiff that this limit must not be 
exceeded ; that on his return to England in July he 
discovered that more than this had already been 
spent, and that the house was still very far from com- 
pletion ; that the plaintiff then undertook that 65,0000. 
should cover everything, whereas in the end the 
plaintiff had entered into contracts with builders, 
decorators, and others to the amount of 115,000/. 
This, the defendant contended, he had no authority 
to do, and, further, that he had been guilty ot neg- 
ligence in originally giving an estimate which he 
knew must be far exceeded. It was not denied 
that in the result the defendant had acquired a most 
luxurious mansion, with marble staircases, picture 
galleries, sculpture galleries, winter garden, and 
every possible convenience, and it was stated that 
the work had been well done; but it was insisted 
that the plaintiff, as architect, had failed in his 
duty in allowing the estimates to be so enormously 
exceeded, and that he was not entitled to recover 
commission beyond the amount expended when he 
was suspended, or, at all events, not beyond the 
amount he had estimated. 

_ The defendant, in cross-examination, stated that 
since Mr. Cutler was dismissed, 30,000/. had been 
expended on the building. He dismissed him, he 
said, on the report of Mr. Budd, his solicitor ; but 
when asked if he had read it he did not think he 
bad. Being shown it, he looked at it, and said he 
did not think he had seen it before; he had not 
read it. Asked if his attention had been called to 
this—that the plaintiff's charges were calculated by 
Mr. Budd on an expenditure, not of 65,000/., but of 
104,000/.,—he said it was not. He was reminded 
of an interview between himself and Mr. Cutler on 
Jan. 16, 1889, and he admitted that he agreed with 
him on the commission, and that was what the 

commission note” of February 1 related to. 





The note was read, from plaintiff to de- 
fendant :— 


** Dear Colonel North,—I beg to confirm our conver- 
sation and agreement respecting my professional engage- 
ment as your architect for the additions and alterations 
at Avery-hill. My commission to be 7} per cent. on the 
total amount expended for decorative work, and 5 per 
cent. for ordinary building. Io is understood that I 
divide my 5 per cent. commission with Mr. J. 0. Cooke. 
who is to act with me as assistant architect, you pay- 
ing him 2} per cent. and me 24, and I am to retain the 
— of my 7$ per cent. commission for the decorative 

or 3 


** Accepted, John T. North.” 


Colonel North, being asked how it was that the 
amount of 65,000/. was not mentioned in the 
memorandum, nor the sums of 40,000/. and 35,0002., 
said they had not been mentioned at that time. 
His attention was then directed to the letter from 
Mr. Budd to Mr. J. O. Cooke, to the effect that Colonel 
North must pay unless he could show that the 
agreement had not been made bond-fide, but with 
stipulations by the plaintiff for commission, &c., 
from contractors ; and he was asked if he had made 
that suggestion of illicit commission, and he denied 
it, and, being asked who else could have made it, 
he said he supposed the solicitor. His attention 
was directed to the correspondence in March and 
April, 1890. Mr. Cutler had, he said, written for 
a cheque for 1,500/. on account of his charges, 
having then received between 3,000/. and 4,000/. 
Taking the lowest of these sums, therefore, the 
plaintiff was then asking for 3,500/. 

For the defendant, Mr. Rokeby Cooke, steward 
to Colonel North (and brother of Mr. John Oliver 
Cooke), Miss Emma North (a daughter of the 
defendant), Mr. Gamble North (his brother), Mr. 
R. H. Fowler (a friend of the defendant), Captain 
Carvick (defendant’s sporting secretary), Mr. Budd 
(the defendant’s solicitor), Mr. John O:iver Cooke, 
the assistant architect; Mr. Charles Barry, and 
Mr. T. Chatfeild Clarke, were called. The first five 
of these witnesses deposed with more or less vague- 
ness and variety as to having heard the plaintiff 
say that the house would only cost 30,000/., or 
‘fabout 30,000/.,” 40,0002., or 65,0002. 

Mr. John Oliver Cooke, the architect who was 
associated with the plaintiff in the execution of the 
works, and who succeeded him when he was dis- 
missed, said that Colonel North only authorised 
(verbally) expenditure to the extent of 40,000/. 
That was at Euston-station at the door of a rail- 
way-carriage. Cross-examined by Mr. McCall, he 
admitted that he regarded that limitati»n as im- 
portant, and that both he and Mr. Cutler were 
bound by it. Nevertheless, he went on signing 
certificates for payment to the builder long after that 
ameunt had been exceeded, and when he saw that 
40,0002. was likely to be only about one-third of the 
total expenditure. He took no step to inform 
Colonel North of that. The contract with the 
builder was for no particular amount: it was for 
** measure and value.” 

Cross-examination continued.—Were you afraid 
to communicate with Colonel North’?—(After a 
pause).—No. Now, do you recognise that your 
share of commission is to be limited to 40,0002. ?— 
No; it goes on to 65,0007. Do you recognise that 
it is limited to 65,000/.?—Yes. Have you sent in 
any claim?—No; but I have received payments. 
Did you tell Colonel North when you saw him in 
July that the expenditure would be 120,000/. !—No, 
I did not. I thought Mr. Cutier was the proper 
person to tell him. I don’t think I ever told him. 
Now, at this time, up to September, 1889, you were 
corresponding in friendly terms with Mr. Cutler ?— 
Yes, But at that time, according to you, he was 
involving Colonel North in this enormous expendi- 
ture beyond what he intended !—It was not fur me. 

Lord Coleridge: But, you see, you were to get 
24 per cent. with him upon the amount, and you 
were writing to him in friendly terms, though aware 
that he was going to an enormous amount beyond 
what Colonel North contemplated? That is what 
requires explanation. 

Mr. M’Call: Can you explain it?—No. In 
further cross-examiuation, the witness said he ‘‘kept 
in his head” alist of the errors or mistakes Mr. 
Cutler made. When he guarrelled with him he put 
them on paper to show to Colonel North. He did 
not think that snch conduct was unpr.fessional and 
unfair. He admitted that the total ‘‘errors” 
which had been made by Mr. Cutler only amounted 
to less than 500/. out of the enormous aggreg ite 
outlay. 

Mr. Budd, the defendant's solicitor, denied 
that he had ever heard any mention of the 30,000/. 
limit until fe heard it mentioned in court. As to 
thesuggestion about illicit commissions referred to in 
his letter to Mr. J. O. Cooke, already mentioned, he 
did not think it came from the defendant, but it 
must have come from somewhere,—possibly from 
Mr. J. O. Cocke himself. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that it no doubt 
came from the Fidus Achates (Mr. J. O. Cooke). 

Mr. Charles Barry, F.R.1.B.A., and Mr, T. Chat- 
feild Clarke, F.R.I.B A., both stated that from an 
examination of the sketch-plans, they should esti- 
mate the approximate cost of the buildings at 
80,0007. They could not conceive of any architect 
of experience naming any such sum as 30,000/., 
or even 40,000/., provided he exercised ordivary 
care, Mr. Barry said that the plans could have 
been cubed up in an afternoon. 





Counsel on both sides having addressed the jury, 


The Lord Chief Justice summed up. It was, he 
said, a curious thing that, whereas most of this 
class of cases turned upon the good or bad execu- 
tion of the work done, it was here admitted that, 
large as the sums might be which had been ex- 
pended, the defendant had got money’s worth for 
his money, and that the work had been “ excel- 
lently well. done.” The position of the parties, 
therefore, was peculiar. According to the contract 
made between them as to the commission, the claim 
appeared to be undefended. The defendant, 
Culonel North, however, set up a counter-claim for 
damage caused to bim by the alleged negligence of 
the plaintiff as his architect, resulting in excessive 
and unnecessary expenditure,—a good defence, no 
doubt, in point of law, if made out. It was not, 
indeed, said that his work as an architect had been 
badly or negligently done, and it was admitted 
that Colonel North had got a magnificent resi- 
dence for his expenditure. But the defence set 
up was that the architect had undertaken that 
the expense should be within a certain sum, and 
that it had been greatly exceeded. Now, he very 
much doubted whether this defence came under the: 
head of negligence; but he would leave it to the 
jury. and would leave to them these two questions— 
(1) Was any such guarantee of the amount of ex- 
pense given by the plaintiff? (2) If so, had it led 
the defendant into an excessive expenditure? For 
the purposes of the trial he would direct them that 
if they found these questions in the affirmative they 
should find for the defendant ; if in the negative, 
for the plaintiff. Now, this was certainly a most 
remarkable case, for no one knew of the defence set 
up to-day until a few weeks ago. The original 
defence went upon a supposed estimate of 65,000/. 
Within the last two months the plaintiff was told of 
supposed estimates of 40,000/. and 39,000/., and in 
the course of a long correspondence between the 
parties it was not suggested that the sum of 
30,000/., or 40,0002., or 65,0007. was ever men- 
tioned. At this trial, Colonel North and his 
witnesses had spoken of an estimate of 30,000/. 
If the fact had been so, how was it that it had 
never been heard of befure? This, surely, 
was a very singular and remarkable fact that 
not one of these alleged estimates of expense was 
to be found in writing. [Mr. English Harrison.— 
The sum of 65,000/. is mentioned in the pleadings. ] 
Just so; that is what I havestated. It is mentioned 
in the pleadings; neither that nor any other sum 
is to be found in the correspondence, nor anywhere 
in writing before the action. That is the point I 
put to the jury. Now, Colonel North, who was 
called in support of his defence, appeared to be a 
person of a strong will, and, being about to go to 
Chili, he was very anxious to have the work com- 
menced before he left. .The plaintiff stated that he 
was asked in October, 1889, to make plans for a 
large house with plenty of rooms, and there was 
no limit as to expense. He made the ground 
plan, and, being asked what he supposed 
would be the expense, answered roughly about 
40,000/., but that he could not really calculate 
without full plans and contracts and specifications. 
Culonel North pressed him to commence without 
specifications or contracts. The architect ‘* was to 
begin and make the drawings how he could.” ‘* He 
would have it begun,” he said, “‘ before he went.” 
He had no right afterwards to turn round upon his 
architect—who had told him at the time that he 
could not have a definite estimate without full plans 
and proper working drawings and specifications, 
which there was not time to prepare before he went 
away. Having analysed the evidence, commenting 
in scathing terms upon the utterly unfounded in- 
sinuatiou that the plaintiff had received illicit com- 
missions from a sub-contractor or sub-contractors, 
the Judge left the case to the jury. 

After an absence of only three minutes the jury 
returned into court with a verdict for the plaintiff 
for the full amount claimed, with interest at 5 per 
cent. 

Lord Coleridge gave judgment accordingly. 

Mr. English Harrison, for the defendant, applied 
for a stay of execution on the usual terms of bring- 
ing the money into Court in order to enable bim to- 
move. 

Lord Coleridge : On what ground ? 

Mr. Harrison: To review the verdict of the jury. 

‘Lord Coleridge said be entirely and absvlutely: 
agreed with the verdict, and he declined to acce se: 
to the application. Hs would certify fur a sp-cial 
jury.
